Lrrrie Rock, Nov. 6th, 1838. 


Sım— The undersigned, who were appointed, under the provisions 
of the act of the General Assembly, approved the 26th October, A. D. 
1836, providing for the revision of the laws of the State of Arkansas, 
have been engaged in that duty, with but little relaxation, since the 
adjournment of the last session of the General Assembly. When en- 
tering on the duties assigned us, we found a mass of ill-arranged and in- 
congruous legislation in force in this state, badly adapted to the Terri- 
torial government from which we have just emerged, and less calcu- 
lated to be beneficial to the administration of justice under our new 
form of government. 

In revising and arranging a code of statute Jaws adapted to our con- 
stitution, we felt bound to follow out the spirit, but not the letter, of the 
previous legislation found in force, as far as warranted by the constitu- 
tion. It is not to be supposed that we confined ourselves to any one 
system or code of laws. We drew freely on the labors of other legisla- 
tures and individuals. Had we have been confined to our own re- 
sources, the work would have been the labor of years, and then infe- 
rior to the materials we found already prepared to our hands by the 
wisdom of others. Whenever we found legislation on any subject of 
which we approved, we often copied literally; and iz other cuses 
changes have been, made, with a view better to adapt the subject to 
our real circumstances; and in many cascs, we have attempled the ex- 
periment of cntire new provisions. 

The want of system in the statutes now in force, and a desire to pro- 
vide, as speedily as possible, a code of statute laws systematically ar- 
ranged, has induced us to submit the result of our labors to the General 
Assembly, at the earliest practicable moment. 

We are well aware that if more time had been appropriated to the 
subject, the work would have been more perfect; but, in our opinion, 
the situation of our laws would not admit of delay. 

Our labors, with such merit as they may possess, are submitted to the 
candid judgment and decision of the General Assembly, with a con- 
fidence that they will receive an impartial investigation 

With a view to facilitate the action of the General Assembly, 
we report a portion of the bills prepared by us, to the Senate, and a 
portion to the House of Representatives. 

Bills of the titles mentioned in the annexed schedule marked A, are 
herewith transmitted to the body over which you preside; and the bills 
of the titles mentioned in the annexed schedule marked B, have been 
transmitted to the House of Representatives.

The President then laid before the Senate the following report from 
the President of the Bank of the State of Arkansas, at Little Rock, 
which was read, to wit: . 
| _ REPORT 
Of the Bank of the State of Arkansas, at Little Rock, to the General 

Assembly of the State of Arkansas. 

The central board not haying been yet organized, the President 
and Directors of the principal Bank of the State of Arkansas, in accord- 
ance with their charter, have the honor of eae! to the legisla- 
ture, a statement of the whole operation of the bank since its com- 
mencement, and an exhibit of its actual condition at this day. 

The circular (marked A) published at the first opening of the bank, 
will show the difficulties encountered by its agents previous to gettin 
into operation, and also display the principles of action laid down, an 
strictly adhered to, by the directors. l 

Statement B exhibits in detail, the amount and description of funds 
which have been received on account of the state, and C gives a cone 
densed view of the present situation of the bank. 

It will be perceived fromthe former document, that a sale of $300,- 
000 of the state bonds was contracted for, but only $100,000 thereof 
have yet been realized. Thissum was set apart to put the two branches 
in operation, of which fact their respective boards of directors have 
been notified. 

The books and bank-note paper ordered for thése institutions, hav 
been shipped from New York, and are now daily expected. So soon 
as they arrive, both branches will doubtless go into operation. 

The directors of this institution being fully aware of the difficulties 
arising out of the present general deranged state of the country, have 
been governed in their proceedings by a due regard to the honor of the 
state—to the future character of the bank—and an honest adherence 
to the pledge given the public, “that, under any. event, our post-notes 
should be redeemed at maturity, or at any period anterior thereto, in 
the event of other banks resuming specie payments. ° 

Under these considerations, the issues of this bank have been strict- 
ly confined within its specie capital, and, notwithstanding a large 
amount of apparent profit might have been procured by a more bold 
and extended plan of operation, the board still flatter themselves with 
the hope of the legislature’s approving the more prudent’ course pur- 
sued, whereby they have established an unexceptionable character 
for the bank, and (considering the short period of its operation), have 
created a respectable surplus, after paying for rent and outfit of bank- 
ing-house, purchase of bank-note plates and paper, books, stationery, 
clerks’ salary, &c. l i 

The great inconvenience experienced by the community and this 
bank, for the want of the law merchant, as now in force in most of the 
states of the Union, in relation to the responsibility of endorsers on pro- 
missory notes, induce this board to solicit the attention of the legislature 
to make such provision by law as to enable the bank to discount business 
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paper, the most profitable business for them, and one that affords the 

` greatest accommodation to the business community. — See 

Sundry letters, involving much interest to the bank and state, have 
_ been received from one of our Senators in Congress, and other indivi- 
duals, in relation to further sales of our state bonds; and, also, to a con- 
certed plan of operations for a general resumption of specie payments 
by other banks. These, and all other documents connected with the 
operation of this institution, are most respectfully submitted by the di- 
- rectors, for the inspection of the legislature.

of New-York), and ready for delivery, by us. . 

“In replying to your letter, it will be proper for us to remark, in 
the outset, that we are not-prepared, at this time, for executing a work 
of such magnitude, with the despatch that will be necessary ; and that, 
to enable us to do it in a style equal to the work you have left for a 
specimen, a delay of probably three months will be required, to pro- 
cure from Cincinnati, or probably from New-York, an additional press 
and types, and other printing materials, and a sufficient supply of fine 
paper to complete the whole work, before we can commence it. So 
soon as these can be procured, (and it is believed they can be received 
here in three months from the day of despatching the order from this 
place, provided no accident befal them), the work will be commenced; 
and, we believe, we can safely promise, after making a reasonable al- 
lowance for sickness and other casualties and hindrances to workmen, to 
have the work completed, and ready for the binder’s hands, in six 
months from that time. 

“Not being familiar with the binding business, we are unable to 
form any precise estimate of the length of time which will be required .

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ing is ‘completed; and that from 30 to 50 copies can be furnished per 
week, until a sufficient number shall be completed to supply the demand 
for distribution throughout the State. 

“The execution of a work of the size and in the style of that con- 
templated by your letter, would involve an expense, in the purchase of 
new materials, (most of which would be of little other use to us for se- 
veral years after its completion), paper, and pay of workmen, together 
with other incidental expenses, of probably not less than $4000; which, 
together with the difficulty of procuring a sufficient number of compe- 
tent workmen, to insure its rapid execution, would make it a hazardous 
undertaking for us to engage to have it ready for delivery sooner than 
the time herein specified. i 

“Tf it be determined to print the work, and we be employed to exe- 
cute it, we will lose no time, after a contract for that purpose shall be 
entered into, in procuring the necessary materials and workmen, and 
hurrying it out with as much expedition as a due regard to its neat and 
workman-like execution will admit. i 

“Before closing this letter, we must beg leave to add, that a work of 
the description proposed in your letter, cannot be afforded at the prices 
allowed by law for executing the public printing.

Rule 6th. After examination and report, each bill shall be signed by 
their respective houses, first by the Speaker of the House of Represent- 
atives, and then by the President of the Senate.

praisement, and the precise date of each appraisement, in the most 
clear, comprehensive, and intelligible manner, accompanied by a cer- 
tified copy of the schedule which the fifth section of the said act requires 
the board of managers to make out at their first meeting at the city of 
Little Rock, on or before the first day of May last, stating the name of , 
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each subscriber, the county in which he resides, the number of acres of 

land embraced in his mortgage, its exact location, the number of acres 

cleared, the character of the improvements thereon, the kind of culti- 

vation, and the valuc fixed by the appraisers on the premises so mort- 
aged.

Mr: Brown, from the committee on the judiciary, to whom had been 
referred the bill, entitled “A bill regulating the change of venue in ci» 
vil cases,” reported the same without amendment. 

Said bill was then read a third time, and Passe. 

Mr. Ferguson, from the joint committee on banks, who had been 
instructed to inquire into and examine the situation, papers, and pro- 
ceedings of the Bunk of the State of Arkansas, reported, ° 

‘That, in pursuance of that duty, the committee have examined the 
Various accounts of the bank, both those embraced under the head of 
genera] accounts, and those of individual responsibilities—the general 
accounts, in connection with the statement and report of the Cashier 
and President; and the individual accounts, with the view of ascer- 
taining the manner in which the funds of the institution have been dis- 
posed of, to whom, and when loaned out. 

The report made by the Cashier as to the amount of funds on hand, 
and all the general accounts of the bank,’ the committee find strictly 
correct. 

The individual responsibilities were the subjects of close examina- 
tion, which, by a system adopted by the bank, in itself simple, and at 
- a single glance exhibiting the indebtedness of each individual, as well 
as his responsibility as security, rendered it easy to detect a departure 
from the 14th and 22d sections ofthe charter. Ifany instances of the 
kind occurred, none were discovered; nor does there appear to, be any 
evidence, either direct or. indirect, of any individual having a greater 
accommodation than the charter of the institution authorizes; and but 
in two or three instances, have loans been extended to the full amount. 

The minutes of the proceedings of the board of directors, the various 
correspondence and papers connected with the business of the bank, 
were also investigated, and show conclusively to your committee, that 
the directors, in all their procecdings, have had an eye single to the 
safety of the institution, and the welfare of the State; basing all their 
operations on such rules of prudence as would hazard neither its safety 
or its credit, and, at the same time, extend its means to the use and re- 
lief of the people. Commencing operations at a time when other in- 
stitutions were trembling on the vergė of dissolution, when, from one 
end of the Union to the other, banks which had stood the shocks and . 
revolutions of trade for more than a quarter of a century, were compell- 
ed to suspend payment; and when all parts of the country were watch- 
ing, with an eye of vigilance and suspicion, the movements of all 
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banking institutions, it was a responsible, as well as arduous, duty for 
them to perform. To commence the business of a new institution in a 
manner that would sustain its credit and inspire confidence in its opera- 
tions, would have been a duty difficult for practised financiers-—it was 
more so to men just commencing their practical experience where the 
system of finance has had but few operations, and is necessarily: but lit- 
tle understood. It has been performed, however—and your commit- 
tee are proud to say, the experiment has been successful beyond the 
most sanguine expectations ofits friends. A large portion of the people 
of the State, and particularly in those sections most oppressed by the 
recent change in the monetary affairs of the country, have been re- 
lieved; a currency of our own has beer provided in lieu of that furnish- 
ed by other States, mach of which was greatly depreciated; and this 
without extending the circulation of the bank to a point beyond half 
the amount of the gold and silver on hand; leaving the institution at this 
time prepared and ready to carry out any course of policy which the 
General Assembly may deem it advisable to pursue. 

The committee learn the contract made with the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs fór a sale of a portion of the bonds of the State, has been 
but partially carried into effect; but that assurances have been given, 
that at an early day, the contract would be finally fulfilled. ‘Theamount, 
however, in the opinion of your committee, falls far short of the capital 
that should be employed at this time to place the citizens of the State 
beyond the reach of embarrassment, and in a condition to prosecute 
with energy and enterprize all the branches of trade and commerce 
which its vast resources are calculated to create when called into ac- 
tion. They unite, therefore, as a part of the duty assigned them by a 
subsequent resolution of the House, to recommend the passage of an act 
authorizing the Governor to ‘sign the bonds of the State, to the amount 
of one million of dollars, including those now on hand and unsold by 
the bank, and to appoint an agent, to proceed without delay, to some 
one of our eastern cities, and effect a sale of them for eastern credits. 
The time is believed to be favorable for negotiating such securities; 
and the condition of the country, and the best interests of the State, in 
the opinion of your committee, demand such a measure. In a country 


dike ours, where all the elements of wealth lie scattered in profusion 


around us, and where it isin the power of the State to bring them into 
employment by the introduction of foreign capital, which’ alone is 
wanted to start the springs of enterprize, it is the duty ofthe legislature 
to extend every facility in its power to effect it. ‘Though it may be 
considered by the over-cautious, a hazard, to infuse into great masses of 
the people that active spring which has made the United States of 
America a powerful nation in the same time that other communities 
have scarcely attained to the beginning of a name, yet experience 
has proven all the best interests of mankind are promoted by it.— 
Wealth, happiness, the comforts and blessings of life, intelligence, con- 
fidence at home, and respéct abroad, are the consequences’of its irre- - 
sistible impulses; and with us, it requires but a system of liberal legise 
lation to start it into action. The policy pursued by several of o! °` 
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young sister states fully sustains the truth of this assertion; and their exe. 
ae the people of this State, it is to be hoped, will be emulous to 
follow. 

In the course of their investigation, the attention of the committee 
was called to the correspondence of the President of the bank, in rela- 
tion to his occupying the station to which he was elected by the legis- 
lature, and at the same time retaining his commission as an officer in 
the United States’ Army. It is but justice to that gentleman to state, 
that circumstances over which he had no control, have placed it out of 
his power to surrender his commission. That the large and various 
iransactions of the agency entrusted to him for several years previous 
to his election to the presidency of the bank, have produced a vast 
amount of accounts, having their connection with different disbursing 
agents, and transactions growing out of a multiplicity of circumstances 
connected with the Indian department, which has rendered the settle- 
ment of them a maiter of no little difficulty. Copies of the correspond- 
ence between the Commissioner of Indian Affairs and himself, exhibit- 
ed to the committee, show that proper exertions have been made to 
accomplish that object, but without effect; and despairing of being able 
to do so. he has for some months past been determined to tender his re- 
signation, so soon as the General Assembly would appoint a committee 
to investigate the trusts which have been confided to him. Your com- 
mittee would be wanting in justice to themselves, as well as to Capt. 
Brewn, were they to withhold an expression of their decided opinion, 
that he has fulfilled all the various duties of his office as President of the 
Bank of the State of Arkansas, with skill and ability; that he has de- 
voted his time and attention, with an ardent desire to promote the best 
interests of the institution; and that the censure which it has been his 
misfortune to have received from those who were ignorant of the 
causes which had controlled him, has been neither merited nor de- 
served. 

Your committee cannot close this report without expressing their en- 
tire confidence in the gentleman who has been appointed to the Cash- 
iership of the bank. ‘The accounts testify to his abilities and qualifi- 
cations, while his agreeable manners and gentlemanly deportment en- 
title him to the good wishes ofthe community. 

It is due to every officer of the bank to acknowledge their polite at- 
tention to the committee during their investigation.

ditor’s and Treasurer’s books, submitted the following 

l REPORT. 

The joint committee on the Auditor’s and Treasurer’s books, report 

` that they have performed the duty assigned them, and after a patient 
and laborious examination of the books and vouchers in the offices of 

the Auditor and Treasurer, they find that the exhibits made by those 
officers tothe Governor and transmitted to the Legislature at the com- 
mencement of the present session, show a correct statement of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the State, from the 12th day of September, 
1836, to the 31st day of October, 1537, inclusive, with the exception 
of the sum of $2,100 43-100, which the Treasurer retained in his 
hands for commissions on the amount received for the redemption of 
lands. Your committee, in the investigation of this subject, have re- 
ferred to the acts heretofore passed by the Legislature relative to the 
office of Treasurer, and find that by an act passed the 31st of Octo- 
ber, 1827, entitled, “‘ an act supplemetary to an act regulating the col- 
lection of taxes on military bounty lands,” the Treasurer was allowed: 
ten per cent. on the amount of all payments made into the treasury for 
the redemption of lands, under the provisions of which, the Treasurer 
retained in his hands ten per cent of the amount paid annually into. 
the treasury for the redemption of lands, up to the close of the territo- 
rial government. The act passed at the first session of the General: 
Assembly, approved the 3d day of October, 1836, entitled “an act af- 
fixing salaries to certain officers in the State of Arkansas,” declares that 
the several officers thereinafter mentioned shall receive annually, and 
_ payable quarterly, for all the duties required of them by law, the fol- 
lowing sums, &&c.—the State Treasurer, seven hundred dollars. This 
last act, in the opinion of your committee, repeals so much of the for- 
mer as allows the Treasurer ten per cent. on the lands so redeemed.— 
The words used in the act, “for all the duties required of them by law,” 
taken in connection with the clause in the constitution, which declares 
that no money shall be drawn from the treasury, but in consequence 
of an appropriation by law,” leads to the conclusion that the laws now 
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in force do not authorize the Treasurer so retain in his hands any part 
of the public revenue’ for commissions or fees. They therefore can- 
not view this sum of 2,100 43-100, in any other light than as so much” 
money in the treasury unexpended. 


The receipts into the treasury since the exhibit made at the com- 
mencement of the present session, up to the 7th day of December, 
amounts to the sum of $20,463 97-100, of which $12,084 12-100: 
was in scrip, $790 80-100 interest on the same, and $7,589 04-100 
in cash; of which sum, the amount paid in by the different sheriffs is 
$11,792 97-100, and the balance 291 15-100, for the redemption of 
Jands.. Deducting the sum of $12-084 12-100 scrip redeemed, from 
the sum of $18,270 74-100 reported in circulation by the Treasurer, 
in his report on the 3lst day of October last, leaves a balance of $6,- 
186. 62-100, the amount of scrip in circulation on the 7th of Decem- 
ber, inst. The balance, or cash. in the treasury, inclading the sum óf 
$2,100: 43-100 before mentioned, is $9,689 46-100, which being: 
more than the amount of scrip in circulation, your committee report in 
favor of a measure highly desirable, in their opinion, the passage of an 
act or resolution, calling in the scrip out, and prohibiting further issues 
of such paper. i i 

Your committee are informed that there remains of the appropria- 
tion made by Congress for the payment of the contingent expenses of 
the legislature; in the year 833, the sum of $180, which is in: the 
hands of the Hon. William S. Fulton, late Governor of the Territory of 
Arkansas, it being the pay of James W. Robinson, assistant clerk of 
the House of Representatives. Scrip having been issued to Mr. Ro- 
binson for this sum, they report in favor of the passage of a resolution 
authorizing Mr. Fulton to pay the same into the State Treasury. _

These sums being no longer required under their proper heads- for 
the public service, the committee report in favor of transferring. the 
amount to some other fund, under the head of appropriations. 

The committee, on an examination of the papers in the Auditor’s 
office, have discovered several abstracts of lands furnished by, orre- 
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ported from, the different land officers, as taxable. These abstracts, 
and others of like importance, should be preserved by being made of 
record. The committee, therefore, highly approve of that part of the 
Auditor’s report recommending the subject to the’ consideration of the 
Megislature. 

‘The committee, in the further discharge of the duties assigned them, 
have examined the books and vouchers in the Treasurer’s office rela- 
tive to moneys received into the treasury from other sources than the 
ordinary revenue of the State. The abstract submitted on the 31st of 
October Jast, and referred to the committee, they found correct, with 
the exception of the sum of $595, charged by the Treasurer as cash 
expended in the collection of the drafts for the instalments of the sur- 
plus revenue coming to the State. The Treasurer’s account for that 
sum has been filed with the Auditor, but there being no law authoriz- 
ing the Auditor to pass upon the accounts of that bank, he submitted 
the same to the committee for their decision; and your committee being 
of opinion that the Treasurer is entitled to nothing more than what 
would appear just and reasonable for the expenses that might be incur- 
ted in cashing the drafts at Natchez, they therefore submit the same to 
` the legislature. 

The committee further report, that since the date of said abstract, 

` to wit, on the 10th day of November last, there has been deposited in 

specie, by the Treasurer, in the Bank of the State of Arkansas, the 

sum of $2,390.00, on account of the five per cent. fund; this, with 

the amount heretofore received, and mentioned in the abstract, makes 

the sum of $26,725.00 received on account of that fund—all of whieh - 
is respectfully submitted.

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Byrd, from the joint committee appointed to wait on the Go- 
vernor, and inform him that the two houses of the General Assembly 
had met, and were ready tọ receive. any communication which he 
might deem proper to make, reported, that they had performed the 
duty assigned them, and that, at the hour of 10 o‘clock A. M., this 
day, the Governor would transmit his message to the General Assem- 
bly. , 
Mhe Clerk of the House then transmitted a message to the Senate, 
inviting that body to appear in the Representative hall, for the pur- 
pose of hearing the said message of the Governor reade - - 

Whereupon, the Senate appeared, and having taken their seats, 
William Conway, B., Private Secretary of the Governor, handed in 
the Message and the accompanying documents; which Message was 
read from the Clerk’s table, as follows, viz: 


Fellow-citizens of the Senate, 
and House of Representatives: 

By the constitution of the State of Arkansas, the Governor is au- 
thorized, on extraordinary occasions, to convene the General Assem- 
bly. I believed such an occasion had arisen, and caused proclama- 
tion to issue for yeur convention. You have assembled; and as the 
general interests seem to require your attention, I shall, without re- 
‘striction to the particular causes of your convention, - proceed to- give 
you information of the state of the government, and recommend to 
your consideration such measures as are deemed expedient. 

Our constitution directs that no other or greater amount of revenue 
shall at any time be levied, than is required forthe neeessary expenses 
of the government, unless by a concurrence of two-thirds ‘of both 
houses of the General Assembly. The act to provide for a permanent 
system of revenue for the State, does not appear to have passed both 
houses of the General Assembly by a concurrence of two-thirds, and 
yet, by it, a greater amount of revenue is levied than seems required 
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for the necessary expenses of the government. It will be. perceived, 
from the Auditor’s report, that, at the present rate of taxation, the sur- 
plus produced up to the Ist inst., is upwards of eighteen thousand dol- 
lars. ” ; i s i 

The fact that our treasury is full to overflowing, is truly gratifying; 
it is a pleasing, a cheering event; it indicates a provident legislation, 
and a prosperous people. . But our constitution providently restricts 
onerous assessments upon. the people. Taxation beyond what is ne- 
cessary for the legitimate wants of government, is oppressive and 
odious, and should never be imposed. Doubtless, subjects for expendi- 
ture of seeming importance to the general welfare, could be designated 
more than ample to exhaust the surplus in the treasury;: but it ought 
not to be forgotten that Arkansas, though sovereign and independent, 
is yet young and weak in population,.and that her people, though 
brave, and industrious, and prosperous, still have to encounter many of 
the difficulties, inconveniences, and hardships, incident to the settle- 
ment, cultivation, and protection-of a new country. Burthen them, 
then, as little as possible with governmental taxes; require of the peo- 
ple no more than is indispensable for the adequate support and healthy 
operation of government. 

I therefore recommend to your wise consideration, the propriety of 
reducing the taxes to the economical and legitimate demands of go- 
vernment, - For a detailed statement of the fiscal affairs of the State, I 
refer you to the reports of the Auditor and Treasurer, which are here- 
with transmitted. The Auditor makes some suggestions relative to 
our revenue laws, well worthy of your consideration and action. 

I feel a deep solicitude that Arkansas should, as soon as practicable, 
rid herself of the confused mass of fugitive laws by which ‘she is now 
governed, and substitute in licu thereof a systematic, wise, and inde- 
pendent code. I am much gratified, therefore, that the General As- 
sembly, at their last session, made provision for their revision, amplifi- 
cation, and codification. It could not have been reasonably expected 
that a legislature upon whom devolved the important duties of organ- 
izing the State government, -and of prescribing general rules for its 
operations, would be able, in a session of ordinary length, to provide 
for the State a new and appropriate code of laws. It was impossible, 
in the nature of things, for them to doso. It was wise and politic, un- 
der all the circumstances, for them not to attempt it. They under- 
stood their situation, and -the urgent necessities of the country for a 
system of laws adapted to its new condition, and judiciously confided 
this important work to other hands, that it might progress in vacation. 
Tam advised that the persons appointed to perform the task, are pre- 
pared to render to you their report. ‘The duties of these commission- 
ers have been grave, arduous, and responsible; but I hope, and feel as- 
sured, that they will have been discharged wisely, patiently, and faith- 
fully. In anticipation of their report, I commend their labors to your 
wisdom. $ 

It will be recollected that the General Assembly, at their last ses- 
sion, elected two Senators to represent Arkansas in the Senate of the 

23 
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United States. The regular Senatorial term is six years; but under 
the federal constitution, that body is divided into three classes, and the 
seats of one-third of the Senators are vacated every two years. This 
term of two years is called a Congress. Each Congress is composed, 
usually, of two sessions. In legal contemplation, a Congress begins 
the fourth of March, biennially, computed from the termination of the 
first Congress. When a new State, therefore, appoints her Senators, 
the duration of their terms is necessarily decided and regulated by 
these rules of classification. It is determined by lot into which of 
these classes they shall devolve. By this political lottery, one of our 
Senators was thrown into that class whose term will expire on the third 
of March, eighteen hundred and forty-one; the other, into that .whose 
term closed on the third of March, eighteen hundred and thirty-seven. 
You will perceive a vacancy was thus produced in our federal repre- 
sentation. The constitution of the United States says, “ If vacancies 
happen, by resignation or otherwise, during the recess of the legisla- 
ture of any State, the Executive thereof may make temporary appoint- 
, ments until the next meeting of the legislature, which shall then fill 
such vacancy.” : 

The President of the United States issued his proclamation conven- 
ing the Senate on the fourth of March last. Deeming it important. 
that Arkansas should be fully represented in that body, I thought pro- 
per to exercise the prerogative granted by the constitution, and ac- 
cordingly appointed Ambrose H. Sevier to supply said vacancy; and: 
he now holds his seat by virtue of Executive authority. Itis therefore 
incumbent on you, at your present session, to elect a United States 
Senator, for the term of six years from the third of March, eighteen 
hundred and thirty-seven. I would suggest the propriety of your early 
action on this subject, that the individual selected may have sufficient 
time to arrive at the seat of the national government by the first Mon- 
day in December next, when the twenty-fifth Congress begins its re- 
-gular session. 

The constitution of the United States, in reference to the House of 
Representatives of Congress, says—‘ When vacancies happen in the 
representation from any State, the executive authority thereof’ shall 
- issue writs of election to fill such vacancies.” 'Fhe term for which our’ 
Representative was elected, in August, eighteen hundred and thirty- 
six, expired on the third of March, eighteen hundred and thirty-se- 
ven. The President of the United States, in May following, issued a 
proclamation for convening Congress on the first Monday in last Sep- 
tember. Agreeably to our existing laws, the regular Congressional 
election could not take place until the first Monday in October. I 
deemed a vacancy (in the meaning of the federal constitution) had 
happened in the representation from our State, and that it was my du- 
ty to issue writs of election to fill such vacancy. I accordingly caused 
them to be issued. An election was had, and Arkansas fully repre- 
sented in the called session of the twenty-fifth Congress. 

The individual elected by the General Assembly as Judge of the 
sixth judicial circuit, refused to act. Our State constitution says,“ Va- 
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cancies that happen in offices, the election to which is vested in 
the General Assembly, shall be filled by the Governor’ during the re- 
cess of the General Assembly, by granting commissions which shall 
expire at the end of the next session.” In obedience to this mandate 
of the constitution, in February, eighteen hundred and thirty-seven, I 
commissioned Levin I. Handy, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the 
refusal referred to; and he is now the acting Judge of the sixth judi- 
cial circuit. 

The Judge of the second judicial circuit has resigned his office. | 
This resignation bears date the twenty-third of the past month. No 
commission has been granted to supply the vacancy thus created. I 
deemed it inexpedient to do so, as the General Assembly were to con-- 
vene so soon, and would, in a few days, have an opportunity of filling 
the vacancy for the entire constitutional term. 

The Judges of the. second, third, and fifth judicial circuits, certified 
to the Governor that they had been “ of counsel” in causes depending 
in their courts. As they were, from this circumstance, constitutionally 
disgualified to preside on such cases, I, in accordance with my duty, 
commissioned specially, for each of said circuits, “a man of law know- 
ledge,” for their trial and determination. There is no law allowing 
compensation to special judges ; but it is certainly nothing more 
than right that they should be paid for their services. I would recom- 
mend that provision be made for their fair remuneration. L 

In conformity with the act “ authorizing the disposition of the five 
sections of land granted by the Congress of the United States to the 
State of Arkansas, for the purpose of completing the public buildings 
commenced in said State,” a sale of the five sections was effected in 
January last, and the proceeds amounted, in the aggregate, to $34,- 
460 80. Ofthis sum there has been paid (including interest on such’ 
amounts as have been received since the date of the sale), $13,931 
78%. There remains unpaid, (counting interest up to the 10th of Oc- 
tober ultimo), $22,200, part of which is now due, and the residue will 
become due in January, eighteen hundred and thirty-eight. Of the 
amount paid, there is now on deposite in the Bank of the State of Ar- 
kansas, $10,000, and the sum of $3,931 78 has been expended for 
materials, labor performed, expenses of sale, &c. Under the authority - 
of the sixth section of the act above recited, I appointed Elijah A. - 
More, Esq., Commissioner of Public Buildings. I also constituted him 
agent of the Governor, to settle with John Pope, ex-Governor of Ar- 
kansas, or any of his lawful agents, in all matters in relation to the 
State-house. His report, showing the progress he has made in his du- 
ties as Commissioner, and his statement, exhibiting the result of his la- 
bors as agent, are herewith transmitted. 

One hundred and sixty acres of the one thousand donated by Con- 
gress to build a court-house and jail at Little Rock, was located on land . 
adjoining the town, which it is believed had been previously otherwise 
appropriated., At all events, the location conflicts with other claims, 
and a law-suit would be necessary to establish its validity. As it is 
presumed this whole fund will be needed soon, I recommend to your 
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_ eonsideration the expediency of such legislation on the subject as may 
‘be necessary to convert it into available means. 

_ The duties imposed by a resolution of the General Assembly, re- 
quiring the Governor to select a site for a jail for the county of Pulas- 
ki, and, when selected, to notify Thomas Thorn thereof, were dis- 
charged in April or May last. The jail, however, has not been erect- 
ed, nor does it appear that any materials have been procured with a 
view of its construction. In a former message to the General Assem- 
bly, I called their attention to the subject of common jails, and recom- 
mended such legislation in the matter as would insure the establish- 
ment of prisons of a quality to answer their object. The propriety of 
having such a building in every county of the State, isso evident, that 
I feel it a duty to renew the recommendation in an urgent manner, 
and earnestly to press the subject upon your consideration. And I. 
would farther again most respectfully suggest the policy of provision 
heing made for the establishment of a penitentiary, as soon as, in the 
wisdom ofthe General Assembly, the means necessary for its construc- 
tion can be raised without oppressing the people. ? 

The resolution of the General Assembly requiring the Governor to 
distribute the Acts, &c. of their last session, has been complied with, 
through an agent appointed for that purpose. ? 

In compliance with the requisition of the act for that object, a seal 
of State has been procured. 

The west wing of the State-house has been covered, in accordance 
with the act passed at the last session of the General Assembly, au- 
thorizing it to be done. 

The loan of $40,000, for which the Governor was authorized to ne- 
etl -has not been effected, though diligent efforts were made to 

Q 8&0. i 

The commissioners appointed to select the twelve sali-springs, and 
the seventy-two sections of land adjoining them, granted the State by 
Congress, have not yet discharged their duties. At the threshold of 
their labors, they encountered an embarrassing difficulty. It seems 
that the greater portion of the lands adjacent to these springs, had been 
sold by the United States to individuals, prior to the grant to Arkan- 
sas. This condition of things being unprovided for by the legislature, 
the Commissioners thought it advisable to defer the performance of 
their task, until suitable measures could be adopted on the subject by 
the proper authority, and they could have full instructions for their go- 
vernment in acting on a matter of so much importance to the interests 
of the State. refer the subject to the representatives of the people, 
that they, in their wisdom, may devise and adopt means commensurate 
with the emergency. 

The removal of the great raft in Red river has not yet been com- 
ase The superintendent of the work ceased operations in May 

ast, and in a correspondence with him on the subject, I am informed 
that the appropriation for that object is exhausted, and that the busi- 
ness cannot be resumed until another shall be made. On the receipt 
of this information, I called the attention of the Secretary at War to. 
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the subject, and urged the importance of his recommending to Con- 
gress at the recent called session, the propriety of their making the ne- 
cessary appropriation. He did so, and our representation in Congress 
were active to procure the desired appropriation, but failed in conse- 
quence (it is presumed) of Congress having determined to confine their 
action to the business which they had been convened to consider. ' I 
would recommend that the legislature memorialize Congress for an 
early appropriation of $50,000, that this very essential national un- 
dertaking may progress, and be consummated as soon as practicable. 
If Congress furnish the needed amount promptly, we may justly hope 
for the accomplishment of this great work in the course of the énsuing 
spring. a 

‘The appropriation made by Congress, last year, for the improve- 
ment of the Arkansas river, is now in progress of expenditure. Capt. 
Cooper, the acting superintendent, has been for two or three months 
conducting this work. The river having continued too low for the 
use of the larger class of snag-boats, (which are necessary for the re- 
moval of formidable obstructions), operations have been confined to the 
use of small boats, and the removal of secondary snags, and cutting the 
timber from the margin of the river, at points subject to cave. Jam 
informed that in consequence of the desertion of many of the laborers 
employed, this improvement has been much retarded, and is not in ve- 
ry speedy progresse - 
_ The improvement of the navigation of the St. Francis, White, Black, 
and ,Washita rivers, is a subject of deep interest to the people of our 
State, and [ hope the General Assembly will call the attention of Con- 
gress to the importance of the work, and ask for adequate means for 
its accomplishment. . l 

Lam happy to be able to state that the prospects of the early com- 
pletion of the important national road from Memphis to Little Rock 
are most flattering. There are now employed in this work between 
twoand three hundred laborers. Thisroad forms the great land tho- : 
roughfare from the States east of the Mississippi river, to the seat of 
government of our State. The value of the road to the people of Ar- 
kansas,is beyond calculation. Though its establishment has been an 
expensive and Herculean task, its performance will be creditable to 
the government, and honorable to the superintendents, and its bene- 
fits will amply reward for the labor and treasure it will have cost. - 

Through the politeness of Captain R. D. C. Collins, I have been 
furnished with a detailed statement, (which I herewith transmit), show- 
ing that $127,000 will be required for the completion of roads com- 
menced in our State by the United States, under his superintendence. 
They are—from Helena to the mouth of Cache, $15,000; from the 
south boundary of Missouri to Red river, $20,000; from Little Rock 
to St. Francis, $25,000; from Jackson, in Lawrence county, to Fort 
Smith, $20,000; from Little Rock to Chicot, $25,000; and from 
Strong’s, in St. Francis county, to Batesville, $22,000. I recommend 
that the General Assembly ask of Congress an appropriation co- 
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vering these respective amounts, that these very important roads: may 
be completed and rendered useful to the country. , 

The military roads from Little Rock to Fort Smith, and from Nat- 
chitoches, in Louisiana, to Fort Towson, are in a wretched condition, 
and should be repaired. At least $50,000 ought to be appropriated 
by Congress for this object. The great importance of these roads in 
a military point of view alone, is a sufficient reason why the national 
government should make adequate appropriation for their reparation, 
and I recommend that you ask of them such an appropriation. 

There are many valuable books helonging to the State, which are 
scattered about the town, without elaimant or legal locality ; and under 
present regulations, the public buildings and furniture are exposed to 
misuse and damage during the recess of the legislature. I would there- 
fore recommend that you make some provisions for the appointment of 
a person whose duty it should be to collect and arrange these books, 
and keep them and the Capitol and its furniture in good condition for 
legitimate uses. 

Under the pretext of its being necessary for the convenience of 
change, numerous individuals in different parts of the State, issue print- 
ed tickets, or promissory notes, of small denominations, in such quanti- 
ties as to flood the country with this trash, and drive specie from cir- 
culation. I have no doubt but many solvent persons have mude such 
issues with good intentions; but it is a practice of bad precedent and 
evil tendency. The legistature should correct it, and guard against 
its repetition. 

I have signed the one thousand State bonds authorized by the se- 
venteenth section of the act to incorporate the Bank of the State ot 
Arkansas, and I understand that $300,000 worth of these bonds have 
been sold to the Secretary at War of the United States. Butit is be- 
lieved improbable that the remainder of them can be disposed of, un- 
less the legislature direct that they be sold at a discount. The money 
market is much depressed, and there are for sale many similar bonds 
of other States, bearing a higher interest than ours. Good policy, 
therefore, seems to indicate the necessity of issuing new bonds, bearing 
an interest of six per centum, and I recommend the adoption of that 
policy, or some other, to insure the bank the immediate realization of 
her whole capital. The mother bank commenced active business in 
August last, and the branches only delay operations for the receipt of 
the books and paper, which they have ordered, and are expecting.— 
The specie for them, required by the charter, is in the parent bank, 
ready at their call. The bank, though, from necessity, operating on a 
very small scale, has been of great advantage to the people and go- 
vernment, and is prosperous. She has discounted to about $320,040, 
and thus sustained our citizens, at a critical period, from distress, and 
furnished them with means to pay their taxes. Though the benefits 
of the bank are obvious, and have been sensibly felt, her present basis 
is entirely too limited to enable her to supply a sufficient currency to 
answer the necessary demands of our industrious community. But I 
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think the legislature have it in their power, at the present session, to as- ` 


sist her much. 

It will be perceived, from the Treasurer’s report, that $286,751 49, 
(the portion of: the surplus revenue to which Arkansas was entitled), 
and $26,725, (the five per centum on the nett amount of the sales of 
public lands in Arkansas), and $127 50, arising from the lease of the 
salt-springs, have been received. by the Treasurer, and deposited in 
the State Bank to the credit of the State. You could permit the fund 
of $313,593 99 to remain in the bank as a business basis; and I would 
suggest the propriety of your doing so, until she can obtain her fall ca- 
pital, by the sale of the State bonds. l 


I am advised by the Managers of the Real Estate Bank, that the“ 


twenty-two thousand and five hundred shares authorized by the fifth 
section of the act to establish the Real Estate Bank of the State of 
Arkansas, have been subscribed for, and stock awarded to the whole 
amount of the capital of the bank. Directory forthe mother bank 
and for the branches have been elected, and the directory of the 
branches have respectively elected their Presidents. The central 
board has been constituted, and the charter requires its first conven- 
tion at Little Rock on this day. The two thousand bonds to which 
the tenth section requires the Governor-to subscribe, have not been 
created. Nor is it believed worth while to issue five per cent. bonds, 
with the expectation of theirsale. A fair experiment has been made 
with such, by the Bank of the State of Arkansas, and resulted in almost 
entire failure. With thé view that public expectation may realize 
“the speedy and complete organization of the Real Estate Bank, and 
the community enjoy, at an early day, the benefits for which it was 
chartered, I recommend an increase of the rate of interest- which the 
bonds are to bear, tosix per cent. 

The idea has occurred to me, that our two banks might be so conso- 

_ lidated as to prove profitable to both institutions, and beneficial to the 
best interests of the State. Without detailing any of the advantages 
which might result from such an identification. I barely suggest the 
idea for your consideration. If the event could be accomplished with- 
out injury to the interests of any, it would certainly be a desirable and 

happy union; and now, if ever, is the time to adopt the measure. 

The General Assembly, at its last session, adopted a resolution in- 
structing our Senators, and requesting our Representative, in Congress, 
to procure, if practicable, the passage of an act to authorize the Go- 
vernor of Arkansas to change any (that he might deem proper) of the 
locations made of the seventy-two sections granted by Congress to the 
Territory of Arkansas for a seminary of learning. Congress have not 
passed such an act; and I, of course, have not changed. any of the 
locations. If this benevolent grant be judiciously expended, its good 
effects will be long happily felt by our country. It is a deplorable 
- fact, that we have not a single public institution of learning in our 
State, and are almost destitute of-gdod common schools. The subject 
of education is one of deep interest and vital importance to our‘State. 
Jt should engage the serious consideration and wise action of the Gene- 
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ral Assembly. Let it not be postponed; the time is at hand when a 
public seminary should be commenced. Why delay it? We have 
the means, and the best interests of the people demand its establis-h 
ment. I recommend to the legislature, the adoption of such measures 
on this subject as will insure the speedy erection of our much-needed 
seminary. 

In May last, I received information that the republic of Texas had, 
by legislative enactment, created a land district, including all that sec- 
tion of our State, lying between the main Red river and the Sulphur 
Fork; thus embracing the entire county of Miller, and about half of 
the county of Lafayette. Apprehending serious collisions from this 
unwarrantable assumption by Texas, I caused the Secretary of State 
of the United States to be promptly apprized of this trespass upon our 
rights. He gave the subject his early attention, and replied that the 
national “ government will suffer no incroachments upon its occupied 
territory, by the government of Texas.” As the general government 
has thus pledged itself, it is presumed that all proper and necessary 
means have been resorted to, to arrest the intrusions complained of, 
and to prevent their recurrence. It is earnestly hoped, however, that 
the United States government will perceive, and duly appreciate, the 
importance of a speedy establishment, and emphatic designation, of 
the line between her territory and that of Texas. 

The government.of the United States has purchased a site for an 
arsenal, adjacent to the city of Little Rock, and preparations are now 
being made to commence the erection of the necessary buildings. The 
Secretary at War, in a communication received from him on the sub- _ 
ject, asks that the General Assembly be requested to grant to the U. 
States jurisdiction over the land purchased for the depot of arms. I 
recommend the subject to your consideration, and suggest the proprie- 
ty of your granting to the federal government this usual and necessary 
jurisdiction. It is the duty, and should be the policy, of every govern-, 
ment, to extend to her citizens, in all quarters, ample protection. But 
besides this claim upon the national government, which Arkansas has 
in common with the other States of the Union, many peculiar cireum- 
stances connected with her geographical situation, and resulting from 
the policy of the United States government, demand, in an especial 
manner, that protecting care. The unsettled and much disturbed re- 
public of Texas adjoins our State. That she and the government of 
Mexico, will be warring for years to come,is most probable In what 
manner, or to what extent, Arkansas could be affected by a protract- 
ed warfare between these two powers, if is impossible to foretell.— 
The government of the United States is at peace with both, but neither 
seems satisfied with the policy adopted towards them, and we are left 
to conjecture how this seeming dissatisfaction may result. 

The national government, in opposition to our repeated remon- 
strances, has crowded. upon the immediate border of our State, numer- 
ous tribes of warlike Indians, many of whom were brought in irons, 
and thus forced to become our unwelcome neighbors, with all their 
vengeful feelings aroused against the whites, from being conquered, 
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- chained, and driven from their homes, and the graves of their ances- 
tors. With a sparse population, and limited resources, we have un- 
dertaken the burthens of self-government, and we are weak in the 
number of our soldiery, and almost destitute of the munitions of war. 
Wise policy would seem to indicate that a people so exposed, young, 
and helpless, should be on the alert with their applications to the proper 
source for means of protection and safety. . The great importance of 
the establishment, in the State, of an arsenal, on a large and respecta- 
ble scale, well stored with munitions of war, will be conceded by all 
who understand our situation. Yet, as strange as it may appear, the 
amount appropriated by Congress, for the establishment of an arsenal, 
at or near Little Rock, is the pitiful sum of $14,000—an amount too 
insignificant to pay for the site, and its proper inclosure. 

Major Lee, of the United States army, to whom has been entrust- 
ed the superintendence of this important work, granted me the favor, 
last spring, of an inspection of the plan on which the buildings are de- 
signed to be erected. I deemed it on quite too small a scale to answer 
the necessities of the country, and, in a letter to him on the subject, ` 
earnestly urged the indispensableness of its enlargement. Our repre- 
sentation in Congress concur with my views on that subject, and are 
advocating their adoption. 

I cannot too strongly press upon your consideration the vast import- 
ance to Arkansas of having this repository of munitions of war com- 
mensurate with the demands and necessities of our people. I hope 
the national government may yet take a proper view of this subject; 
and I recommend that the General Assembly ask of the Congress of 
the United States an additional! appropriation for this object, of at least 
$150,000, that the plan may be enlarged, and the arsenal constract- 
ed upon a respectable and suitable scale. 

From documents in the office of the Surveyor General of Arkansas, 
it appears that the public surveys of eight hundred and sixty-six town- 
ships of land are complete, one hundred and twenty-three in progress, 
and six hundred and seventy-five not commenced——forming, in the 
aggregate, sixteen hundred and sixty-four townships. Each of these 
townships contain thirty-six sections, one mile square. It will thus 
be perceived that the State af Arkansas comprises the extensive 
territory of near sixty thousand square miles. Her present popula- 
tion is estimated at very little over.one soul to each square mile; and 
it is believed that tue proportioyglihich the arable land in Arkansas 
bears to her whole territory, ie „the rate which such lands bear. 
io the territory of the populou of Kentucky and New-York. 
The population of the former is“#pout twenty, souls for every square 
mile. This ratio would give Arkansas a:population of more than one — 
million. The population of New-York is equal to forty souls for each 
square mile of terrritory. Such a ratio would give to our State a po- 
pulation not far short of two and a half millions. . > 

Few States in the Union possess more local advantages than Arkan- 
sas; her climate is mild and healthful; her territory large and fertile, and 
abounds with valuable salt and medical springs. Ofthese fountsof Na-

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ture’s medicine, the most remarkable are the Hot Springs, near the 
centre of the State. ` These are the resort of the invalid and the cu- 
rious, and are esteemed a panacea anda phenomenon. Arkansas has 
likewise peculiar facilities of navigation. On the east, she is washed 
by the mighty Mississippi; on the south-west, she has the famous Red 
river; and in the interior, ihe noble Arkansas, the White river, the St. 
Francis, the Washita, and their numerous important tributaries. Be- 
sides these physical, agricultural, and commercial advantages, she pre- 
sents a wide ficld to the man of science. The geologist and mineral- 
ogist would find in Arkansas ampie subjects of interest for the employ- 
ment of theirtalents. These are facts that speak for themselves, and 
promise us flattering things. The geographer and explorer have not 
done our State justice. The one tacitly passes over her felicitous po- 
sition and rich resources, and the other too often gives her a disreputa- 
ble name, or sanctions. and endorses gross misrepresentations of the 
country, and slanders on the people. Notwithstanding the defama- 
tory imputations heaped upon her, Arkansas is fast advancing to that 
wealth and importance io which her geographical location and rich 
resources entitle her. In every region she is attracting flattering 
attentions from men of intelligence, enterprize, and wealth, and emi- 
grants and explorers, from every quarter, are pouring into our favor- 
vored land. l 

We have, in trath, great cause io be proud of our country, and 
much reason for gratulation, in her singularly happy. and prosperous 
condition. 

‘The general commercial tornado, and unparalleled derangement 
aud confusion of ihe monctary affairs of the nation, have affeeted Ar- 
kansas but little. She has stood erect and ‘unscathed. Her citizens 
have enjoyed good health during the season, and had a tide of prosper- 
ity in their affairs. {fer husbandman has abundant crops, and reaps 
this year an extraordinary harvest. He finds, too, ready market and 
high prices for all his surplus producis; and our worthy mechanies have 
ample employment, and are thriving. ‘They, too, are gathering a gold- 
en harvest. Ina word, our honest, industrious citizens, in every avoca- 
tion, are succeeding well, and surrounding themselves with the con- 
veniences and comforts of life. @ 

But, in our felicitations, let us not forget that just homage due the 
great Author ofall that is good. We live, and have what we enjoy, 
from his providence and goodn We should, therefore, feel de- 
voutly thankful to him for his €nevolence, and with grateful 
hearts offer up our fervent pray continuance of his bencficent 
dispensations, and for his wise difecnon in our councils. 

When I view the/pregnant subjects that must necessarily claim your 
attention and require your action, I feel an anxiety for happy issues, 
only equalled by the confidence reposed in your intelligence, wisdom, 
and patriotism. Your duties are grave and responsible, and to insure 
to your deliberations fortunate results, mutual forbearance and conces- 
sion are indispensable. : 
` Rest assured, gentlemen, that you shall have my zealous co-operation 
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for the success of any constitutional measure calculated to promote the 
interests of our constituents, and the welfare of our country.

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In addition io the foregoing surplus, the sum of 3,221 dollars is now 
due from the sheriffs for years previous to 1837;.and ‘it is believed that 
the credits to which sheriffs will be entitled on lands stricken off for 
non-payment of taxes this year, will: not exceed this. amount. _ l 

It will be seen, by. reference tothe table of receipts, that the sum of 
21,004 dolars 35 cents, has been paid forthe redemption of lands; of 
which, the sum of 290 dollars and 86 cents is interest on scrip. ` The 
law granting to the Treasurer ten per cent. on the-amount paid for the _ 
redemption of lands, is, it is believed, silent with regard to the Trea- 
surer’s receiving an equal proportion of the interést on the scrip paid 
in; but in the tabular statement referred to, the calculation has. been: 
so made; and the sum of interest remaining, after giving him ten per 
cent. of the amount of interest.above stated, is 261 dollars 78 cents, . 
which, with the Treasurer’s commission subtracted from the gross 
amount paid for lands, leaves 18,642-dollars 14 cents, in scrip redeemed 
by redemption of lands. ‘The amount of money paid by collectors, 
exclusive of interest, is 17,308 dollars 85 cents, of which the sum of 
92 dollars 7 cents, is cash, the remainder scrip—the cash subtracted 
leaves 17,216 dollars 78 cents, scrip redeemed of collectors. The sum 
of 81 dollars 79 cents cash, which was added to the receipts, in the 
Auditor’s report of 1836, has since been disposed of by the Treasurer for 
31 dollars, scrip, exclusive of interest;. therefore, 9 dollars 21 cents are 
to be added to the present receipts; and when added will show the sum 
of 35,868 dollars 13 cents, which is the total amount of scrip consider- 
ed redeemed, and which, taken from 54,214 dollars 95 cents, (which ' 
sum includes the present expenditures, and the debt on the 12th Sep- 
tember, 1836), leaves 18,346 dollars 82 cents, scrip in circulation; to 
meet which, the sum of 92 dollars 7 cents is now in the Treasury, and 
the further sum, according to estimate, of 36,460 dollars 96 cents is now 
due. The scrip in circulation, deducted from the aggregate of these: 
two amounts, leaves a surplus of 18,114 dollars 14 cents. 

Exclusive of 2;470 tracts of land, amounting to about 395,000 acres;- 
which have been stricken off for non-payment of taxes, and which have 
‘not been redeemed of the Auditor, there were, at a rough estimate, about 
3,000,000 of acres of taxable land this year. The amount of money: 
due the State on those unredeemed lands, is not less than 40,000 dol- 
lars. The Auditor has, during the present year, forwarded to the dif- 
ferent Sheriffs, lists of lands amounting to 1,178,523 acres, for taxation. 
These lists were forwarded to the Sheriffs after the month of January, 
and not in time to be included in the regular assessment-lists,” which. 
the Sheriffs are required to return to the Clerks by the first day of April. 
The Auditor, therefore, requested the Sheriffs to make out additional. 
and supplementary assessment-lists, containing all such lJands-as had: 
been omitted in their first assessments. .Some-of the Sheriffs complied. 
with this request, but others have not; therefore, many. acres of taxe- 
ble land have not been taxed this year. _ ae A 

The Registers of the different Land-offices, with one or.two excep- 
tions, have never found it convenient to furnish the Auditer-with ab- 
stracts of lands in the month of January. This fact, exclusive.of the 
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great labor required of the Auditor to complete the redemption of ma- 
ny lands applied for, during the first quarter of the present year, is a 
_réasonable cause why the Auditor could not furnish the Sheriffs with 
lists of lands in proper time. Permit him here to suggest, that a period 
be fixed by law, for the Sheriffs to return to the Clerks supplementary 
‘assessment lists of lands and property assessed after the first day of 
April, which period should be in July or August; and that no Sheriff 
receipting for a tax-list after thať period, should be required to settle 
until the first day of January following; that the second Monday in 
December be fixed for such Sheriffs to make sales of lands for non-pay- 
ment of taxes. Such sales are now confined to: the first Monday m 
November, in each year. The law passed at the last session of the le- 
gislature requiring Sheriffs to settle on or before the first day of No- 
vember, or within ten days thereafter, gives to the Sheriffs only four 
days after the day of sale tosettle. For all the Sheriffs, it is evident 
that this is not sufficient time. Justice, therefore, requires that a law 
should be passed before the tenth day of this month, giving them ad- 
ditional time, and exempting them from the heavy penalties which are 
imposed on defaulters. It is also necessary that all Sheriffs who have 
not this-year had time to advertise lands for sale, in accordance with 
law, should be permitted, by law, to advertise them for sale at some 
future day, and that a sufficient time after the sales be given for them 
to make settlements. The present Sheriff of Monroe county is one of 
this class. The injustice of the present law, making it the duty of 
Sheriffs to settle at‘a time before which they could not, in many in- 
stances, reach the seat of Government, after making their sales, has in- 
duced the Auditor to consider lands advertised as delinquent lists, and 
to allow temporary credits therefor, after receiving from the Sheriffs 
certificates that those lands had been advertised according to law, and 
that no part of the taxes thereon had been paid. The accounts of 
Sheriffs thus situated, are left open for adjustment at a reasonable time 
after the day of sale; and where Sheriffs have paid all except the 
amounis allowed for such delinquent lists, they will not be considered 


ee 


defaulters, although they may not have returned a list of lands strick- ` 


en off for non-payment of taxes by the last day allowed for settlements. 
This course has been adopted by the Auditor, under the belief that it 
was not in violation of lawy and that, by the Legislature, it would be 
approved; which will be taken for granted, unless the legislature in- 
structs him to impose the heavy penalties on those Sheriffs as default- 
ers, which justice seems to: forbid. . 

In addition to the amount of the seminary fund, stated in the table 
of receipts, notes on individuals, bearing ten per cent. interest, were 
placed in the handsof the Treasurer in October, 1836, of which the 
priticipal was, in all, 1,878 dollars 77 cents. 

“The Auditor has. complied with the law requiring him to procure a 
seal of office. 

It is believed, by the Auditor, that it would result to the benefit of 
the State to have the abstracts of lands furnished this oftiee by the Re- 
gisters of the Land-oflices recorded iw books, and should the legislature 
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so consider it, an appropriation of money will be necessary to employ a 
clerk to effect.this object. be i i 
The Auditor, in 1836, suggested the necessity of changing the 
boundaries of the counties, to the lines of the public surveys; and-this 
suggestion he would- again make, and urge as a measure of import- 
ance. ; ` i ae 
It is made the duty of the Auditor, by law, to make out a tabular 
statement, showing the amount of money received from each county, 
_ and from each source of revenue in each eounty.. In his report, of the 
12th September, 1836, the Auditor recommended that a form should 
be prescribed by law, for the tax-lists; but none was prescribed, nor 
was the power given to the Auditor to prescribe a form to the several 
clerks who make out the tax-lists, or he would have done so, and would 
have made such suggestions to them as might have been necessary to 
insure system and uniformity in making all tax-lists. But, as each 
Clerk is left to adopt his own form, no two of those’ lists are madé out 
precisely alike; neither do they show the amount of money paid’on 
‘each species of property separately; but, quite to the contrary, somé 
of them do not even show what property is taxed, but merely show an 
amount opposite the name of each individual taxed. It is, therefore, 
very evident that the Auditor cannot comply with the requisitions of 
the law, so far as to show the amount:of money “from each source of 
revenue in each county.” In a tax-list, each speciesof property should 
be placed in a separate column, and the value of that species of proper- 
ty should be placed in an adjoining and separate column, and these co- 
lumns should be added up, and the amounts thereof should be placed se- 
parately at the bottom of each page, and tben carried on to'eachsucéceed- 
ing page, sothat at the conclusion of the tax-list of each county, the num- 
ber of acres of land taxed would be shown, and the value thereof—the 
number of slaves taxed, would be shown, and also their value—and so 
with all other taxable property. An additional column, for the total va. 
lue of each man’s property is also necessary ; and adjoining thereto, a cò- 
lamn for his taxes—all of which should be added and carried forward, 
to show atthe conclusion the total amount of each, Were al the 
tax-lists made out in this way, they would afford information not only 
satisfactory, but also very important. ‘The Sheriffs should be required 
to make out their assessment-lists according to the form adopted for the 
tax-lists. + 
Appropriations being already made to defray ordinary expensės; it 
is deemed unnecessary to make estimates of expenditures for next 
ear. ,

12th Sept., 1836, to 3lst October, 1837. , : 

- Tabular Statement A, shows the amount ofscrip, or 'Treasurer’s cer- 
tificates, issued on warrants from the Auditor—the various objects for 
which it was issued—the appropriations from which the payments 
were made—and the unexpended balances of each appropriation. 

The paper marked B, contains a concise statement of the receipts 
and expenditures of the State, so far as relates to its revenue, from the 
date of the report made by the Treasurer at the meeting of the last 
session of the Genera] Assembly, to the present time. From this ex- 
hibit, it will be seen that the disbursements made daring this period, 
have amounted to $45,504 98, and the receipts, during the same time, 
to $37,151 95, showing a deficit of receipis to meet the current ex- 
penses, of $8,353 03. The amount of debt (in scrip) due by the State, 
(or rather late Territory), on the 12th September, 1836, as exhibited 
by the Treasurer’s report of that date, was $8,694 97; to which add 
the scrip since issued, $45,504 98, makes the sum of $54,199 95; from 
which deduct: $35,929 21, being the amount of principal of scrip re- 
deemed and in the hands of the Treasurer, leaves $18,270 74, which 
is the amount of scrip, (exclusive of interest thereon), still remaining 
unredeemed. Deduct from this amount the sum of $91 91, being 
amount of cash deposited in the State Bank, to the credit of the Trea- 
surer, and it leaves $18,178 83, as the present debt of the State, ex- 
clusive of interest on unredeemed scrip. It is proper, however, to re- 
mark here, that this exhibit embraces only $8,194 28 of the receipts 
from the revenue of the present year. When the sheriffs and other 
collectors of the revenue shall have made their settlements as they are 
required.to do, on the Ist day of November, or within ten days there- 
after, it may reasonably be anticipated that this debt will be entirely 
liquidated, and a considerable balance left in the Treasury, subject to 
the current expenses of the State. 

Abstract C, exhibits the amount of moneys which have come into 
the hands of the Treasurer, on account of the Ist, 2d, and 3d instal- 
ments.of the surplus revenue, the five per cent. fund; the saline or salt 
spring fund, and the seminary fond. 

The collection of that portion of the surplus revenue io which this 
State is entitled, under the act of Congress “to regulate the deposites 
ofthe public money,” approved 23d June, 1836, was imposed on the 
Treasurer, by an act passed by the General Assembly of this State, 
and approved 29th October, 1836, which authorizes and requires him 
ta receive said moneys on deposite, and to sign all and every receipt, 
certificate, or obligation, that shall be prescribed by the Secretary of

In the discharge of this important duty ‘the Treasurer has been sub- 
jected to much perplexity and embarrassment, owing to the general 
suspension of specie payments by the banks in every section of the 
Union, and to some expense, which (probably not being anticipated), 
was not provided for by the General Assembly. © He trasts, however, 
that the following brief history of the difficulties which he had to en- 
counter, and the Jong journcys he has had to perform, in executing this 
part of the trust reposed in him, will be satisfactory to the legislature, 
as well as those whom they represent. poe Sea gi 
In the early part of February last, I received two transfer drafts from 
the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States; one for $45,583 
83, on the Planters’ Bank of Mississippi, and the other for $50,000 00 
on the Agricultural Bank of the same State, being the first instalment 
of the surplus revenue due this State, and both payable on the first day 
of January Jast.: The first mentioned draft I exchanged with the Re- 
ceiver of Public Moneys at this place, for alike amount of specie, with- 
‘out any expense to the State. I was desirous of exchanging the other 
draft with him also for specie; but he was unable to make the exchange, 
in consequence of having exhausted all the funds in his hands in the 
purchase of the first draft. I was therefore reduced to the alternative 
of either going or sending to Natchez, to collect the $50,000 00 draft, 
or retaining it until the receipt of the draft for the 2d instalment; due 
on the Ist of April following, and making one trip suffice for the collec- 
tion of the whole. , Sk Bs 
As there was, al that time, no probability of the.State Bank going 
into operation for several months, and of course no necessity for an im- 
mediate collection of the money, and having, besides, no safe place in 
which to deposite so large an amount of specie, I deemed: it the most 
advisable to adopt the latter—no rational man at that time anticipating 
so general a crash of the banks, and suspension of specie payments by 
them, at so early a period as subsequently took place. > "rae 
. I accordingly waited until the Ist April, on which day I received 
two other transfer drafts, from the Secretary of the Treasury, for. the 
same amounts, and on the same banks, being the 2d instalment, paya- 
ble on that day, and about two weeks afterwards I started:for Natchez, 
for the purpose of collecting these drafts, as well as that for $50,000 00, 
due on the Ist instalment. I reached that place on the 23d April, 
(Sunday), and on the following day proceeded to the Agricultural 
Bank and the Planters’s Bank, presented the drafts, ($100,000 on the 
former, and $45,583 83 on the latter), and demanded payment of them 
in specie. This happened just at the commencement of the run on 
the banks of Mississippi and Louisiana, when their counters were con- 
stantly crowded, during business hours, with throngs of traders and 
others, all clamorous for specie, in exchange for the large rolls of notes 
which they eagerly. presented, and several thousand dollars were daily 
drawn from the banks at Natchez, in gold and silver coin, by every ` 
elass of the holders of their notes—but principally by traders on the

river, flaf-hoatmen, and merchants, from above. On making these 
demands, the Cashiers of both these institutions informed me that-they 
had as large a proportion of specie in their vaults as usual, and that 
they could probably pay them, andstill leave a sufficient surplus to meet 
the pressing calls at their respective counters; but that, until the run 
on them should subside, they thought it would be imprudent in them to 
pay so large an amount as. l demanded. 

Meetings of their respective boards of directors were immediately — 
held, for the purpose of determining:on the course it would be most 
proper for them to pursue in the dilemma in which they were placed, 
and various propositions were made to me, having for their object the 
delay of the payment of the drafts until a future day, on paying inte- 
rest, &c., all of which were, of course, rejected by me, I possessing no 
authority to accede to them. They offered to pay the drafts in their 
own’ notes, or such bank notes ay they had received on deposite from 
the government, which I also refused. While these negotiations were 
going on, I had opporiunities of conversing with several of the most re- 
spectable gentlemen of that city,and became convinced, from what I 
gathered from them, that if I persisted in making a peremptory demand 
for specie for the whole amount of the drafts, the banks would suffer 
them all to be protested, and in.that event I would get nothing. 
Under these circumstances, I thought the most advisable course for 
me to pursue would be, if I could not get the whole, to get as much as 
possible, without risking the security of the balance. I therefore, as 
the best arrangement I could make with them, finally consented tomake 
a deposite with the Planter’s Bank, for the Receiver of Public Mo- 

neys at this place, (which I was authorized by him to do before leav- 
ing home), of about $10,000, and to receive bills of exchange for the 
draft on that bank, on sundry banks in New-Orleans, and to take the 
guaranty of the Agricultural Bank to deliver to me, at this place, free 
of charge for transportation or risk, the $100,000 due by herin specie, 
on the Ist day of July last. Having good reason to believe, at that 
time, that the Agricultural Bank would be able to meet her engage- 
ment with me, and that our State Bank would not be ready to go into 
operation before the Ist July—and that, therefore, we would have no 
use for the specie bere before that time, I flattered myself that I had 
concluded an arrangement which would not only have not delayed 
our own bank from commencing operations, but would have resulted 
in the saving to our State of several hundred dollars in the transporta- 
tion, insurance, and other charges, in bringing $100,000 in specie, 
from Natchez to this place. 

That I have been disappointed, in not receiving the specie as I an- 
ticipated, is true; but I have the consolation to know that this arrange- 
ment has resulted in giving us $45,583 83 more in specie than we 
would have received had I persisted in making a peremptory demand 
for the whole amount of the three drafts ($145,583 83) in gold and 
silver coin—for I have since been informed, from a source to be relied 
on, that such would have been the result. 

After completing the arrangements above alluded to, with the banks 
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at Natchez, I proceeded to New-Orleans, with the drafts I had re- 
ceived from the Planters’ Bank, on ‘some of the banks in that city, 
where they were promptly honored, and I brought the specie up with 
me on my return to Little Rock, where I arrived on the 8th of May. © 

Three or four days after my return to Little Rock, authentic inform- 
ation was received here, that the Planters’ and Agricultural Banks 
at Natchez had suspended specie payment. This, of course, caused 
me considerable uneasiness, on account of the pledge I had received 
from the latter institution, which I feared she. would not be able to com- 
ply with, and determined me at once, to make a second trip to Nat- 
chez, for the purpose of ascertaining her ability to meet her engage- 
ment; and in the event of not being able to do so, to take such steps as 
Í might think most advisable, to secure the collection of the $100,000 
due by her, with the least possible delay. I accordingly took passage 
in the first boat for Natchez, where I arrived on the 17th May last, 
and immediately called on the Cashier of the Agricultural Bank, to as- 
certain the prospect of his complying with the pledge, given me in ` 
April. He expressed much regret that causes beyond his control had 
placed it out of his power to renew the pledge, or give me any new 
assurance that the money would be paid. at the time he engaged to 
pay it, but assured methat no exertion would be wanting on the part 
of the bank to comply with itat as early a day as possible. Not feel- 
ing satisfied with the indefinite period fixed for the payment of the 
money, which this assurance gave me, I felt it my duty to have the 
drafts protested, and to lay them before the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry without delay. I accordingly placed them in the hands of a No- 
tary, by whom they were duly protested. Having accomplished this, 
I left Natchez on the 20th May, and proceeded to Washington City, 
where I arrived on the night of the Sth of June. as |e 

On the following day I called’ on the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and presented the protested drafts, and urged him'to furnish me others 
in lieu of them, which would command specie. He expressed much 
anxiety tö comply with my request, but said the suspension of specie 
payments by the banks, had left him no means of doing-so.: I then ` 
urged him to furnish me drafts on deposite banks in New-York or Phi- 
. ladelphia, but he was unable to do so, in consequence:of having pre- 
viously drawn heavily on the banks in those cities. He, however, 
proposed for me to call on him on_the following day, and that, in the 
mean time, he would endeavor to devise some means to give me drafts 
which would be more likely to be made available than those I held on 
the Agricultural Bank. I accordingly called on him at the appointed 
time, when he informed me that he could furnish me drafts, in such 
proportions as I might desire, on deposite banks in Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville, and New-Orleans. Knowing that the notes of the banks of those ` 
cities, (particularly the two former), were nearly equal in value to 
specie here, I consented. to receive them in lieu of the protested drafts 
on the Agricultural Bank, and accordingly returned the latter to him. 

The new transfer drafts which he gave me were as follows: 
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One on the Commercial Bank of Cincinnati, for $33,000— 
One on the Commercial Bank of New-Orleans, 34,000— 
And one on the Bank of Kentucky, at Louisville, .  33,000— 
Forming.an aggregate of . $100,000—. 


the amount of the two cancelled drafts on the Agricultural Bank. 

The drafts on Ohio and Kentucky, of $33,000 each, I presented, on 
my journey home, and demanded specie in payment; but that being 
refused, I received payment in the ‘notes of those banks, which I de- 
posited in the State Bank, on my return to this place—which I reached 
on the 4th July. f a a 

On my arrival at this place, I found two other drafts, amounting to 
$95,583 83, being the 3d instalment of the surplus revenue, due on 
the Ist July, which had been received daring my absence—one on 
the Planters’ Bank at Natchez, for $50,000, and the other on the Ag- 
ricultural Bank, at the same place, for $45,583 83. These drafts, to- 
gether with the draft for $34,000, on the Commercial Bank of New- 
Orleans, I was desirous of having collected through the State Bank, - 
and offered them to her accordingly. She, however, declined re- 
ceiving them, which compelled me to the necessity of sending them 
down by a special and trusty agent, for collection—requiring him to 
demand specie in payment; and in the event of its refusal, authorizing 
him to receive from the banké at Natchez, one-third, or in the last re- 
sort, even one-half in their own notes, provided they would pay the 
balance in notes of certain banks in New-Orleans; and from the. Com- 
mercial Bank of New-Orleans, her own notes for a portion of the draft 
on her, and a credit, with authority to draw, for the balance. The 
draft on the latter bank was paid partly in their own notes, and a cre- 
dit for the balance—but the drafts on the banks at Natchez were re- 
turned unpaid—both having refused to pay in any other funds than 
their own notes. They were then again tendered to the State 
Bank, and by her accepted, and have been subsequently collected ‘by 
that institution, through a special agent employed by her, in the notes 
of those banks. . 

All moneys which have passed throngh-the Treasurers hands, on 
account of the Surplus Revenue, the Five per cent., Salt Spring, and 
Seminary Funds, have been deposited by him in the State Bank, as 
he is required to do by law, and the vouchers therefor filed with the 
Auditor of Public Accounts. .

‘Sm—In pursuance of your letter, ‘under the seal of the State, con- 
stituting me an agent, &c., to settle with John Pope, Esq., Governor 
of Arkansas, or any of his lawful agents, for their agency in all matters 
relating to the State-house, and State-house fund, and to arrange and 
‘adjust the accounts with the said Pope, or with his lawful agent, I have 
performed that duty, and now beg leave to report the result of my ex- 
amination and adjustment of the accounts aforesaid. l a 

Visiting Gov. Pope in Kentucky, for the purpose, I was enabled, 
not only to see, but to get possession of all bis accounts and vouchers 
relating to thé State-house and State-house fund. He, with much ala- 
crity, went into the settlement with me, and after an examination of — 
all his accounts and papers, he as cheerfully delivered them into my 
possession, to be used and disposed of here, as the legislature may think 

roper. o 
P It will be recollected that, by an act of Congress, the Goverrior of 
the then Territory, was authorized to select and dispose of ten seċ- 
tions of the publie land, to raise a fund to build a State-house; that, 
by a subsequent act of Congress, the said Governor was authorized tb 
locate, adjoining the town of Little Rock, one thousand’ acres of land, 
for the purpose of erecting a court-house and jail. In’ pursuance of 
the authority aforesaid, Governor Pope did select and dispose of the 
ten sections of land, and realized out of it, according to‘his statement, 
thirty-one thousand seven hundred and twenty-two dollars and twenty- 
six cents. To which fund, he-added, of the moneys arising from the 
sale of a portion of the one thousand acre tract, located as aforesaid 
for court-house and jail purposes, eight hundred and seventy-two dol- 
Jars and fourteen cents} making in the whole of State-house funds, thir- 
ty-two thousand five hundred and ninety-four dollars and forty cents. 
Of this fund, I find disbursed and paid out by Gov. Pope, for a site on 
which to erect the public buildings, for materials, and for laborers and. 
mechanics to prosecute the work, twenty-six thousand eight hundred 
and forty-eight dollars and nineteen cents. Five thousand, five hun- 
dred and six dollars and fourteen cents was,.on the 7th of March, 1835, 
delivered over, on a special contract, to Thomas Thorn, the mechanic’ 
who did the brick-work of said public buildings. A certified copy of 
that contract, made arid entered into by the said Governor, on the one 

art, and said Thomas Thorn and Stephen Cotter, of the other part, 

as also been placed in my hands by Governor Pope, and will be care- 
_ fally preserved by me, subject to your order, or such disposition‘as thé 
legislature may make of it. . 

Two hundred and forty dollars and-seven cents of the above aggre’ 
gate fund, yet remains in the handsof said Pope, A regularaccount 

26 
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of the disbursements, &c., (the vouchers for which having been care- 
fully examined by me), is herewith respectfully submitted,  - 4, 
In relation to the court-house fand arising from the sale of eight hun- 
dred and forty acres of Jand, part of the one thousand acres here 
above referred to, Governor Pope admits the receipt of fifteen thou- 
sand seven hundred and eighty-five dollars and sixty-eight cents. And 
being required to erect the court-house and jail at the city of Little 
Rock, as also the State-house, concluded on a plan by which they 
were united, that is to say, the court-house and State-house. And, 
with a view of prosecuting the work on each with economy. and de- 
spatch, the said Governor employed one common Architect,or Super- 
ma from which circumstance there is some commingling of 
un Se r 
The court-house has been erected, and now represents the east wing 
of the public buildings in this city. Itis completed, with exception of 
plastering and painting, though on a wretched bad plan. I haye been 
strongly urged. as Commissioner of Pablic Buildings, by the bar and 
bench, to have some alteration made in the court-room at least; but 
there is no power or warrant for the Commissioner to deviate from the 
original plan, as adopted by the late Geyernor Pope. 

Upon this court-house there has been expended nine thousand four 
hundred and twenty-five dollars and sixty cents. 'The vouchers I have 
examined and found correct. 

Five thousand eight hundred. and sixty dollars and eight cents of the 
aggregate court-house fund, was, on the 7th of March, 1835, placed 
in the hand of Thomas Thorn, the brick-layer aforesaid, on the spe- 
cial contract aforesaid, entered into with him and Stephen. Cotter 
aforesaid, which special contract is hereabove referred to. Five hun- 
dred dollars of the above aggregate fund for court-house and jail pur- 
poses, yet remain in the hands of said Pope, which was, I presume, 
the result of a mistake on the part of said Pope, in charging to David 
G. Eller that amount in an order drawn by said Pope on Chester Ash- 
ley, Esq., who, after payment, also charged said Eller with said sum. 

From all which, it will be scen that, of the State-house and court- 
house funds, there has been expended, or paid out, by the late Go- 
vernor Pope, and his agent, Chester Ashley, Esq., thirty-six thousand 
two hundred and seventy-three dollars and seventy-nine cents—that 
eleven thousand three hundred and sixty-six dollars and twenty-five cents 
of the said joint fund is in the hands of said Thomas Thorn, under the 

, special contract hereabove referred to. And that seven hundred and 
' forty dollars and seven cents yet remains in the hands of said John 
Pope, Ex-Governor, &c., &c. 

I am informed by Gov. Pope that no part of the accounts of Thomas 
Thorn, for the brick work done on the State-house and court-house, 
were ever settled by him; and that the accounts of David G. Eller 
and Stephen Cotter are in the samesituation. The latter individuals 
did all the carpenter’s work which has been done on the public build- 
ings. Those individuals are not considered by me, the agent or 
agents of Goy. Pope, alluded to in the law imposing this duty upon 
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your Excellency, and consequently I have not thought it my duty to 
examine and adjust their accounts. l i 

While I wasin Kentucky, I had the pleasure of seeing Mr. Gideon- 
Shryock, the individual who furnished Gov. Pope with the original: 
draft or design for the public buildings. From him I received some 
information in relation. to the original plan, as adopted by Governor 
Pope. 

From all the information, however, which I have been able to get, 
I am yet at a loss in making contractsto complete the work on the plan 
adopted by Gov. Pope, which seems to haye been contemplated by 
the legislature in their act on that subject. The architects, who for 
Gov. Pope, changed the original design, as furnished by Mr. Shryock, 
subsequently, and leaving no writing or sketch by which to indicate 
the alterations. The principal building being erected on the altered 
plan, and it being lost, much difficulty is encountered in making con- 
tracts to complete them after the manner indicated by the legislature. 

Previous to my leaving Kentucky, I received from Mr. Shryock a 
letter on the subject of his claims against the State, for furnishing Gov. 
Pope with the original draft hereabove spoken of. This letter cover- 
ed a letter from John Pope, Ex-Governor, and, also, a letter from G. 
Weigart, on ihe same subject. That Mr. Shryock has a fair claim 
on the State for some compensation for his services, I have no doubt. 
It can only be afforded by an act of the legislature for that purpose; 
and, in justice to Mr. Shryock, who acted under an implied contract 
with Gov. Pope, and that the matter may take its legitimate course, I 
herewith forward you his letter, together with its inclosures.

Srr—Having recently returned from Louisville and- Cincinnati, 
places that I visited for the purpose of procuring the necessary mate-. 
rials and mechanics to finish the State-house and other public buildings 
at this place, I have to inform your Excellency that the object of my- 
journey has, in the main, been accomplished. I purchased and brought 
with me the necessary materials, and I have made contracts with some 
mechanics for completing the public buildings. 

The carpenters, being first nceded, are, I have the pleasure to in-. 
form your Excellency, already here, making preparations to commence 
the work; and I have now great hopes that it will continue without. 
much delay until completed. 

Previous to my leaving here, last summer, I closed a contract with 
Messrs. Stephen Cotter and David G. Eller, two highly responsible. 
individuals of this city, for furnishing all the plank and other lumber 
necessary for the completion of the said buildings. 

That contract, I believe, I delivered to your Excellency, who ap- 
proved of the same. It provided for the delivery of all the lumber, 
on the State-house square, by the 15th day of October inst.; but. 
owing to the bad health of Mr. Cotter, the principal in said contract, 
with some other castalty, it has. not been met according to the letter; 
yet a portion of the lumber has becn delivered, and I am assuréd by 
Mr. Cotter that the balance shal] be forthcoming as fast as required, 
and that the workmen shall not ke delayed for the want of it, or any 

art of it. 
That the lgmber delivered may not be destroyed, or in any wise 
wasted, or carried off, by wanton persons, &c., I have employed Mr. 
Cotter to take or continue the charge of it, with an assurance that he 
shall have and receive a fair compensation for his services, commenc- 
ing on the said 15th day of October, 1837, and continuing so long as 
it shall be necessary to take care of the samé. 

I have to inform your Excellency that,there is a palpable error, and 
a very material defect, in framing and putting up the roof of the State- 
house proper. That error or defect must have originated with the 
architect or superintendent; for, as far as can be seen, there is no ob- 
jection to the execution of the work heretofore done. There is a 
shrinkage in the timbers, which has allowed the roof, in one particular 
place, to sink or fall as much as eightinches. This will require imme- 
diate remedy; and I have instructed Mr. Pennington, the carpenter 
who has the contract for the complétion of that part of the work, to 
give his attention first to repairing and otherwise securing what has 
already been done. , 

Much injury has been done to the public buildings, by wicked and 
mischievous persons, within the last six or eight months, by breaking 
sthe windows and committing other depredations; to remedy and, pre- 
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vent which, I would suggest to your Excellency the propriety of re- 
commending to the Legislature the necessity of appointing a keeper, 
with a suitable salary, as well as the enactment of laws for t the speedy 
punishment of such wanton vagabonds. 

I nced not say to your Excellency, that the contracts which I have 

made, with a view to the completion of the works aforesaid, are more 
advantageous to the State than I could have made here. , 

Haying as yet been unable to complete the contracts necessary to 
be made for prosecuting the work on the public buildings, from which, 
circumstance, however, no injury has resulted, I have concluded, to say 
nothing about the propositions to do work, made to me here or else- 
where, an expose of which will, at all times,'I presume, justify tig 
course Į have taken,

REPORT 


OF THE BANK OF THE STATE OF ARKANSAS AT LITTLE ROCK, TO THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ARKANSAS. 


The Central Board not having been yet organized, the President 
and Directors of the Principal Bank of the State of Arkansas, in 
. accordance with their charter, have the honor of presenting: to.the 
Legislature a statement of the whole operation of the Bank since its 
commencement, and an exhibit of its actual condition at this day. 

The Circular marked (A.), published at the first opening of the 
Bank, will show the difficulties encountered by its agents previous to 
geiting inio operation, and also display the principles of action laid 
down, and strictly adhered to, by the Directors. 

Statement (B.) exhibits in detail the amount and description of 
funds which have been received on account of the State, and (C.) 
gives a condensed view of the present situation of the Bank. 

It will be perceived from the former document, that a sale of 300,000 
dollars of the State bonds was contracted for, but only 100,000 dollars 
thereof have yet been realized. This sum was set apart to put the 
two branches in operation, and of which fact their respective Boards 
of Directors have been notified. ; . 

The books and bank note paper ordered for these institutions have 
been shipped from New-York, and are now daily expected. So soon 
as they arrive, both branches will doubtless go into operation. 

The Directors of this institution, being fully aware of all the difficul- 
ties arising out of the present general deranged state of the currency, 
have been governed in their proceedings by a due regard to the honor 
of the State, to the future character of the Bank, and an honest ad- 
herence to the pledge given to the public, “that, under any event, our 
post notes should be redeemed at maturity, or at any period anterior 
thereto, in the event of other banks resuming specie payments.’? 

Under these considerations, the issues of this Bank have been strictly 
confined within its specie capital; and, notwithstanding a large amount 
of apparent profit might have been procured by a more bold and ex- 
tended plan of operation, the Board still flatter themselves with a hope 
of the Legislature approving the more prudent course pursued, where- 
by they have established an unexceptionable character for the Bank, 
and {consideriag the short period of its operation) have created a re- 
spectable surplus, after paying for rent and outfit of banking-house, 
purchase of bank note plates and paper, books, stationery, Clerk’s 
salary, &c. 

The great inconvenience experienced by the community and this 
Bank, for the want of the law-merchant, as now in force in most States 
of the Union, in relation to the responsibility of endorsers on promis- 
sory notes, induces this Board to solicit the attention of the Legislature 
to make such provision by law, as to enable the Bank to discount 
business paper—the most profitable business for them, and one that 
affords the greatest accommodation to the business community. 
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` Sundry letters, involving much interest to the Bank and State, have 
been received from one of our Senators in Congress, and other indi- 
viduals, in relation: to further sales of our State bonds, and, also, to a 
concerted plan of operation for a general resumption of specie pay- 
ments, by.other banks. These, and .all other documents connected 
with the operation of this institution, are most respectfully submitted 
by the Directors, for the inspection of the Legislature.

Required by the charter to commence banking operations so soon 
as arrangements therefor can be made, and in accordance with a 
strong expression of public opinion in favor thereof, notwithstanding 
the many difficulties which are presented in the way by the derange- 
ment of the whole monetary system of the United States, the President 
and Directors of the Bank of the State of Arkansas are-happy to make 
known to their fellow-citizens, that they are prepared ‘to commence 
banking operations, and to grant such relief as a due regard to the 
credit of the inslitution, and its present limited means, will admit; but, 
before entering upon the duties connected wiih the operations, deem 
it advisable to give a brief statement of the present situation of the 
Bank, and set forth the principal of action ‘by which the Board intend 
to be governed. « : cy 

It is known to all conversant with the charter, that the main capital 
of the Bank is to be derived from .a sale of the -bonds of the State, 
bearing an interest of only 5 per cent. per annum; and the disccur- 
aging responses from various banks and capitalists, (to whom early 
applications were made for negotiating the bonds), have already been 
published,’ showing that the great disparity between the excessive in- 
terest then paid to sustain individual credit, and the unusual low state 
of interest to which these bonds were restricted, rendered a sale almost 
hopeless. . 

At this critical juncture, however, the general government was ap- 
plied to, and a negotiation was effected between the President of this 
Bank and the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, for the sale of such por- 
tion of the State bonds as, joined to other available means, was deemed 
amply sufficient to put the Bank and branches into immediate operation. 

This arrangement had scarcely been entered inte, when almost 
every bank in the Union simultaneously suspended specie payment, 
and thereby prostrated their own credit, interrupted the financial 
operations of the general government, and placed a barrier in the 
way of this institution’s advancement, which requires the utmost skill 
and caution of its Directors to surmount. . 
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The means at the disposal of the Bank are as yet of limited extents 
Only one hundred thousand dollars of the State bonds have been sold, 
the avails of which are held and will be applied to putting the branches 
into operation. 

Our operations, therefore, are limited to the amount which has 
actually been deposited by the Treasurer, on account of the surplus 
revenue due to the State. 

While the Directors of this institution ‘are desirous to avoid a course, 
which would be suicidal in its present operation, of paying out specie, 
which has been, and still is, an article of merchandize, commanding a 
high premium, they are determined not to make any issue of their 
own paper beyond the actual amount of specie in the vault, which 
specie will be sacredly held for its redemption. 

In order, therefore, to give all the assistance that the means of this 
institution at present can with safety afford, it is proposed to issue a 
few bills of fives payable on demand, say to the amount of $10,000; 
and the residue in bills or notes payable in twelve months, which will 
be redeemed at maturity, or at an earlier period, provided a general 
resumption of specie payments by the banks in the southern and west- 
ern States takes place. 

These notes will, as far as practicable, be apportioned to the amount 
of taxes due to the State, and will be held a reasonable time for loan 
to the several counties composing the middle, southern, and eastern 
sections ‘of the State. 

The counties forming districts convenient to the locations of the 
branches. doubtless will receive accommodation out of the funds set 
apart for putting the branches into operation. . 

In addition to ihe above fund, it is proposed to loan out the further 
sum of $100,000, which may be exchanged fos bills of the Commercial 
Bank at Cincinnati, the Bank of Kentucky, at Louisville, and bills or 
drafts on the Commercial Bank of New-Orleans, La. 

Should the Bank at any future time receive means to any considet- 
able extent, due notice thereof will be given.

negotiate them immediately, &c. 

The report of the said committee was read at length, and agreed 
to by the House, and is as follows, viz: 

That, in pursuance of that duty, they have examined the various 
accounts of the Bank, both those embraced under the head of general 
accounts, and those of individual responsibilities; the general ac- 
counts, in connection with the statement and report of the Cashier and 
President, and the individual accounts, with the view of ascertaining 
the manner in which the funds of the institution have been disposed 
of, to whom, and where loaned out. - , 

The report made by the Cashier, as to the amount of funds on hand, 
and all the general accounts of the Bank, the committee have found 
strictly correct. $ . 

The individual responsibilities were the subject of close examina- 
tion, which, by a system adopted by the Bank, in itself simple, and 
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showing, by la single exhibit, the indebtedness of éach individual, ag 
well as his responsibilities as security, rendered it easy to detect a de- 
parture fromthe 14th and 22d sections of the charter, if any instances 
of the kind had occurred; none were discovered, nor does there ap- 
pear any evidence, either direct or indirect, of any individual having. 
received a greater accommodation than the charter of the institution, 
authorizes; and but jn two or three instances, have loans been extend- 
ed to the amount. 

The minutes of the proceedings of the Board of. Directors, the va-. 
rious correspondence and papers connected with the business of the 
Bank, were also investigated, and show to your committee conclusive- 
ly, that the Directors, in all their proceedings, have had an eye single 
to the safety of the institution, and the welfare of the State, basing all 
their operations on such rules of prudence as would hazard neither its 
safety or its credit; at the same time extending its means to the use and 
relief of the jpcople. Commencing operations at a time when other 
institutions were trembling on the verge of dissolution; when, from one 
end of the Union to the other, Banks which had stood the shocks and 
revulsions of trade for more than a quarter of a century, were compell- 
ed to suspend payment; and when all parts of the country were watch-. 
ing, with an eye of vigilance and suspicion, the movements of-all bank- 
ing institutions, it was a responsible as well as arduous duty for them — 
to perform. |'To commence the business of a new institution, in a man- 
ner that would sustain a credit and inspire confidence it its operations, 
it would have been a duty diflicult for practiced financiers; it was more 
sa to men just commencing their practical experience, where the sys- 
tem of finance has had but few operations, and is necessarily but little 
understood. | It has been performed, however, and your committee are 
proud to say, the experiment has been successful beyond the most san- 
guine expectations of its friends. A large portion of the people of the 
State, and particulatly in those sections most oppressed by the recent 
changes in the monetary affairs of the country, have been relieved. 
A currency of ourown has been provided in lieu of that furnished from 
other States, and much of which was greatly depreciated, and this 
without extending the circulation of the Bank to a point beyond half: 
the amount of gold and silver on hand; leaving the institution, at this 
time, el Ase and ready to carry out any course of: policy which the 


General Assembly may deem it advisable to pursue. 

> The committee learn that the contract made with the Commission- 
er of Indian Affairs, for the sale of a portion of the bonds of the State, 
has been but partially carried into effect; but that assurances have 
been given, that at an early day the contract will be finally fulfilled. 
The amount, however, in the opinion of your committee, falls far short 
of the capital that should be employed by the Bank at this time, to 
place the citizens of this State in a situation beyond the reach of em- 
barrassment,| and in a situation to prosecute, with energy and enter- 
prize, all the various branches of trade and commerce which its vast 
resources are calculated to create when called into action. They 
would, therefore, as a part of the duty assigned them by a subsequent 
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resolution of thé House, recommend the passage of an act authorizing 
the Governor to sign the bonds of the State to an amount of one mil- 
lion of dollars; including those now on hand and unsold by the Bank, 
and to appoint an agent, to proceed without.delay, to some of our east- 
ern cities, and effect a sale of them for eastern credits. The time is | 
believed to be favorable for negotiating such securities, and the con- 
dition of the country and the best interests of the State, in the opinion 
of your committee, demand such a measure. In a country like ours, 
where all the elements of wealth lie scattered in profusion around us, 
and where it is in the power of. the State to bring them into employ- 
ment, by the introduction of foreign capital, and which alone is want- 
ed to start the springs of enterprize, it is the duty of the legislature to 
extend every facility in its power to effect it. Though it-may be con- 
sidered by the over-cautious a hazard to infuse into the great masses of 
the people that active spirit which has made the United States of 
America a powerful nation, in the same time that other communities 
have scarcely attained to the beginning of a name; experience has 
proved that all the best interests of mankind are promoted by it; 
wealth, happiness, the comforts and blessings of life, intelligence, con- 
fidence at home, and respect abroad, are the consequences of its ir- 
fesistable impulses; and with us it requires but a system of liberal le- 
gislation to start itinto action. ‘The policy pursued by several of: our 
young sister states, fully sustains the truth of this assertion, and their 
example, the people of this State, tis to be hoped, will be emulous to 
follow. ms 

In the course of. investigation, the committee was called to the cor- _ 
respondence of the President of the Bank, in relation to his occupying 
the station to which he was elected by this House, and at the same 
time retaining his commission as an officer of the U. S. Army. It is 
but justice to tliat gentleman to state, that circumstances over which 
he has not had control, have placed it out of his power to surrender his 
commission; that the large and various transactions of the agency in- 
trusted to him for some year's previous to his election to the presidency 
of the Bank, have produced a vast amount -of accounts, having their 
connection with different disbursing agents, and transactions growing 
out of a multiplicity of circumstances connected with the Indian De- 
partment, which has rendered the setilement of them a matter of no 
little difficulty: Copies of the correspondence between the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs and himself, exhibited to the committee, show 
that proper exertion has been made to effect that object, but without 
effect; and despairing of being able to do so, he has, fot some months 
past, determined to tender his resignation so soon as the General As- 
sembly would appoint a committee td investigate the trusts which were 
confided to him. Your committee would be wanting in justice to 
themselves, as well az to Captain Brown, were they to withhold an ex- 
pression of their decided opinion that:he has fulfilled all the various ’ 
duties of his office as President of the Bank of the State of Arkansas, 
with skill and ability; that he has devoted his time and attention, with 
an-ardent desire to promote the best interests-of that institution, and 
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that the censure which it has been his misfortune to recéive from these 
who were ignorant of the causes which had controlled him, have been 
nether merited nor deserved. i 

Your committee cannot close this report, without expressing their 
entire confidence in the gentleman who has been appointed to the 
Cashiership of the Bank; his books and accounts testify to his abilities 
and qualifications, while his agreeable manners and gentlemanly de- 
deportment, jentitle him to the good wishes of the community. 

It is due to every oficer of the Bank, to acknowledge their polite 
attentions to/the committec, during their investigations. i

The Speaker laid before the House his report, made as President of 
the Real Estate Bank, in compliance with a resolution of both houses 
ofthe General Assembly, touching the affaiis of said bank from the 
time of the act of incorporation up to the présent period; which was 
read atlength at the'Clerk’s table, as follows,to wit: 


To the General ‘Assembly of the State of Arkapsas: i 
According to the provisions of the 32d sectipn of the charter of the 
Rear Estate Bank, and in compliance with’h joint resolution of both 
houses of your honorable body, the undersigned has the- honor to- 
i 


communicate the following 


REPORT: | 

That, in compliance with the provisions ofithe 4th section of the 
act of incorporation, granted to the stockholders of the Real Estate 
Bank, by the General Assembly, at its last sejsion, books of subscrip- 
tion were opened, under the superintendenct of the Commissioners 
appointed therein, at the several places spedified in the charter, on 
the Ist day of March last, and were there k¢pt open during the time ` 
required, when they were closed, and forwarded to the Board of 
Managers, appointed by the Governor, to meet in the city of Little 
Rock, to receive them, together with such:other papers, titles, and 
documents, as had been deposited with the Superintendents aforesaid, 
for the purpose of investigation, that the boatd might, under the provi- 
sions of the 5th section of the*charter, proceed to the award of stock. 

It was found, on examination of the several books of subscription, 
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as returned by the Superintendents, that the amount of shares sub- 
scribed reached the very large number of forty-one thousand and six- 
ty-two, (41,062), or four millions one hundred and six thousand two 
hundred dollars ($4,106,200)—being nearly twice the amount author- 
ized to be raised by the act of incorporation, and, too, that the large 
subscription was confined to sixteen counties only, out of the thirty-six. 
comprising the whole number of the State. The counties in which 
this amount of stock was taken, were Arkansas, Chicot, Crawford,. 
Crittenden, Clark, Hempstead, Jefferson, Jackson, Johnson, Lafayette, 
Miller, Monroe, Phillips, Pulaski, St. Franeis, and Sevier. Of this 
number, Crawford, Johnson, and Jackson, failed to perfect their sub- 
scriptions entirely; and a large portion of those of the other counties 
were subsequently withdrawn---some for want of sufficient title in the 
property, and the impossibility of obtaining it, while many, who, in the 
first instance, were anxious to obtain stock, afterwards declined, either 
from the difficulties and expense which the rigid requirements of the 
Board of Managers imposed on them, or, not having confidence that 
the institution would go into operation, did not wish to incur that ex- _ 
pense and trouble for what they deemed so great an uncertainty.— 
From these, and other causes, it was found, on the final adjournment of 
the board, that there would be no excess over and above the two mil- 
lions two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, required by the State to 
secure the two millions of dollars of bonds, which, in compliance with 
the charter, the Governor was required to emit, to the order of the 
President, Directors, and Company, of the Real Estate Bank, and for 
the payment of which, the State, under the privileges of the constitu- 
tion, and the solemn enactments of this legislature, has pledged her 
faith and credit. l 
The Board of Managers, at their first meeting in May last, found 
a very large portion of the title papers sent up to them so wholly imper- 
fect, or wanting in some particular to make them satisfactory to the 
board, and to bring them under the statutes relative to titles, or the act 
passed at the last session of the legislature, “in aid of titles,” that, 
after being in session forsix weeks, they believed it necessary to take — 
a recess, that time might be given, and the subscribers be advised of 
what was necessary for hem to do, to place their various papers in 
proper form and condition to pass the ordeal of investigation. Jt threw 
upon the Board of Managers a heavy task, to give the instructions, to 
transmit information, and to furnish forms, to all who were not suffi- 
ciently acquainted with :he requisitions of the law, to attend to those 
things themselves, and towait until all these things were accomplished, 
“and sent in from different parts of the State, and particularly on such 
members of the board as 1ad no interest, even as stockholders, in the 
institution, and where, top, all were laboring without any compensa- 
tion; but, as it was absolutely necessary, as well for the interest of the 
State as the individuals themselves, and for the final success of the 
bank, that they should remain, they did so, for near five months, with 
an unflinching determination to not leave their posts until every duty. 
assigned them was fulfilled, and until every object for which they were 
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appointed was‘accomplished. It was found, ‘however, even after so 
‘long a delay, that all the sabscribers could not obtain their perfect le-._ 
gal titles, without farther indulgence; and, as there was a certainty 
that the whole amount of stock ‘would not otherwise be taken, the 
managers did not think themselves departing from their duties, and 
the objects for which they were appointed, to allow a longer time to 
those. who had been at great expense and trouble to procure perfect 
titles, when they knew, of their own knowledge, the legal titles could: 
be obtained -in a short time; they did, consequently, in some few in- 
stances, grant this indulgence, and awarded stock on equitable titles; 
but this was done only in such instances as the board knew the eguitable 
title‘to be positively good in the parties, and where the Jegal title ex-’ 
isted in no one else, and where both the equitable and the legal title 
could and would be perfected before the whole amount of the bonds of 
the State would be wanted or called for by the Bank; and they: have 
the satisfaction of knowing that in most of the instances where this-in- 
dulgence was extended, the parties-have already made the legal:title 
good. The result of their labors has been beneficial to other interests 
than those connected with the Bank. Their investigations have awak- 
ened an inquiry into, and a solicitude with regard to, land titles in this 
State, which have already led to a perfection of many imperfect ones; 
and, in other instances, they have apprised. individuals of the faet; 
that they were confiding in a false and uncertain tenure for the right 
of the property they held in possession; and it may in truth be said, 
that, should no‘other results grow out of their labors, than those here’ 
referred to, the people of this State have been greatly benefitted’ by 
‘their investigations. : 

The schedule made out by the board, condenses, in a small com- 
‘pass, a ‘vast amount of interesting matter, a copy of which the Ma- 
nagers were required to deposite in the office of the Secretary of State, 
setting forth the names of the stockholders, their place of residence, 
the number of shares subscribed by each, the quantity and the location 
of the land offered as a security, the number of acres cleared thereon, 
thé improvements and their character belonging thereto, the value of 
all, as affixed by the appraisers, and the amount and number of shares 
of stock awarded to each indidual upon his security. ‘This schedule 
the undersigned has personally examined, together with the mass of 
papers, mortgages, bonds, appraisements, titles, and other documents,- 
of which it is the index, and has found it to be a correct and faithful. 
exhibit of every thing required to be contained in it; the aggregate of: 
which shows that the large amount of one hundred and twenty-seven- 
thousand five hundred acres-of land are mortgaged, including a vast- 
amount of improvements, and between fourteen and fifteen thousand- 
acres actually in a state of cultivation, and embracing a great many 
of the most valuable farms and plantations in the State—the whole of 
which is valued at two millions six hundred and three thousand nine 
‘hundred and odd dollars. The subjoined table will show, as near as 
can be arrived-at without- going into a very tedious detail, (and which 
would not vary the result beyond a few cents), the quantity of land in 
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each county mortgaged, the amount of stock awarded -on it, and the’ 
average value for which it stands as a security to the State, and the 
amount of credit which will be allowed on it by,the Bank;‘and, by 
throwing together the-three great divisions of the country in which it 
is situated, it will be found that the average on the, Arkansas river is 
$14 40 to the State, or $7 20 to the Bank; on Red river, $17 10 
to the State, or §S 55 to the Bank; and, on the Mississippi-river, $20 
74 to the State, or §10 37 to the Bank. „But when ‘tis taken into 
consideration that the State has a lien on $603,900 worth of ‘property 
more than her own guarantee amounts to, and against which she 
could have recourse at any time, in the event of that necessity, it re- 
duces the average value on the whole number. of acres mortgaged as 
a necessary security, to $10 95 to the State, or 85 50 to the Bank. 
And when it is farther taken into consideration that these lands, which 
stand as a permanent security to the State, are among the very best 
in the United States—that a large portion of them are highly im- 
proved—that nearly fifteen thousand acres ôf them are already ina 
state of cultivation—that cultivation is rapidly extending, yearly- en- 
hancing their value—that they are in a region of country where the 
production of cotton must ever make them valuable—that they must 
ever furnish the greater portion of the exports of the State, and add to 
its wealth—it cannot be doubted, and the undersigned is convinced 
ihat every candid individual of this community will be fully satisfied 
that the security furmshed by the stockholders of the Real Estate Bank 
is so full and ample, that, had it not have been cheerfully offered by 
the stockholders themselves, it could in truth be said it is so far beyond 
what is actually necessary for that security, that it would be injustice 
in the State to ask it from her citizens—that, in fact, too large an 
amount of property has been locked up, and that the State has taken 
a security, which individuals, in the ordinary transactions of men, 
would have deemed as unnecessary and oppressive—a policy which 
it is believed.no government, when exercising its power to promote 
the individual interests of its citizens, should ever pursue. It is not,: 
however, mentioned here, by the undersigned, as a matter of com- 

laint, but that those who may have entertained fears for the safety 
of the State, may know their fears have been idle and unnecessary, 
and that those who have evinced their hostility to the success of the 
institution over which he has the honor to preside, and have thrown 
obstacles in the way of its going into operation, may at least see that 
the founders of it have placed it on a basis of such permanent safety, 
both to the State and to individuals, as to leave themselves beyond 
the reach of suspicion or censure, and the security of the institution 
itself, beyond a doubt. 

It has been estimated that the appraisers have over-valued the pro- 
perty which stands pledged as this security. To say such is the fact, 
would be hazarding an assertion which the andersigned is not willing 
to make. The individuals who were appointed by the Executive, as 
appraisers, to appraise the property of subscribers for stock in the Real 
Estate Bank, to fix upon its fair cash value, and furnish certificates of

the same, were men personally. known to the Governor, as gentlemen: 
of standing, character, and intelligence, or were recommended to him 
as such by members of this legislature, some of whom are members prè- ' 
sent. They were required, and: did, in all cases, give their certificates 
under oath. Every appraisement has appended ‘to it the certificate 
of a magistrate, certifying ‘that. the. appraisers, whose names’ weré’ 
signed thereto, had appeared'before him, and sworn to the facts there 
‘set forth. And every set of papers ow in the possession of the Bank, 
has one or more of these certificates accompanying them.. To say, or 
to dowdt, that these gentlemen had ‘not faithfully, and to.the best of 
their knowledge and belief, executed the duties to which they were 
appointed, would be casting a reflection ön them, which no individual 
would be justified in-doing—one, at least, which the undersigned would’ © 
consider as illiberal and unjust. It is, névertheless, possible that the- 
changes which have come over the country, within the last few months, 
may, in some instances,, have depressed the value of property, and’ 
brought it for a while below the estiinate fixed'upon it before these 
changes occurred. But it is known. that the very. highest valued’ 
piece of property motgaged to the Bank, and which stands as a secari- 
‘ty to the State at about $48 per acre, has been sold, within a very 
few weeks past, to an individual entirely responsible for his contracts, 
at $70 per acre. For fear, however, there. should be some cases, 
where the valuations, under the’ circumstances referred to, may’ be 
found excéssive, the Central Board of Directors have directed, by 
special ordinance, that all the papers now before them be returned to 
the several local boards, with positive instructions to institute a.diligent 
investigation as to the validity and sufficiency of all the titles, and the 
undue valuations of all the lands embraced in the mortgages, and, un- 
der the provisions of the 27th section of the charter, to demand, in all 
cases of imperfect titles, or excessive valuations, other and farther se- 
curity; and, in the event of its not being furnished to the entire satis- 
faction of the Directors, by the first day of April next, to declare all- 
such shares of stock forfeited; and the officers of the Bank are direct-. 
ed to dispose of them to those who will furnish the necessary security. 
And, until this further investigation has been gone through, the Bank. 
will not call. on the Governor for more than one million five hundred’ 
thousand dollars of the bonds of the .State—leaving half a million to. 
cover every possible contingency of insecurity. 
` The members of the Central Board of Directors have been in session: 
for two weeks, and besides examining the vast amount of papers be- 
fore-them, have passed ordinances, and established. by-laws, rules, and’ 
_ regulations, for the government of the several offices of the Bank, and 
have elected two commissioners to proceed-to some of our eastern cities. 
to effect a sale of the State bonds. On the success of. their mission 
will depend whether the Bank commences her operations early in the 
spring, or whether those who are resting their hopes on this institution, 
are to. be deferred until a more auspicious time. shall arrive, and the 
demand for money in those countries from whence we expect to derive 
our capital, are less urgent. The prospects, at present, for a sale of 
36 l 
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any bonds bearing but five per cent. interest, are.gloomy; and the. 
board have learned, with no little regret, that ours being a.slave State 
will lessen the probabilities of a sale. ° With these facts before them, 
and knowing how deéply interested every portion of the State must be 
in hastening the institution into operation at a date as early as possible, 
and how vitally important it is to those large interests more immediately 
connected with it, for it to be done without-delay, the sense of the 
board was taken before its adjournment, and decided that it would be | 
advisable to petition the legislature, during the present session, pray-_ 
ing the passage of an act increasing the rate of interest on the bonds 
of the State, and authorizing the Governor te issue them at any time 
when called on by the Bank, after it shall be ascertained the five 
per cent. bonds now being issued cannot besold. A petition has con- 
sequently been placed in circulation for the signature of the stockhold- 
ers, and will be presented at an early day. 

And the undersigned cannot allow this opportunity to pass, without 
expressing to the General Assembly his most solemn conviction that 
every facility should be granted this institution to hasten it into opera- 
tion. It is known that the crisis which has recently passed over the 
country is felt in many parts of the United States with peculiar seve- 
rity; and although, in our own State, there is not at present any em- 
barrassment, yet there must necessarily be more or less interruption in 
all the channels of trade with which we have a connection, and that 
the causes which have made our great commercial centres tremble, will 
recoil back on their most extended circles, until overy portion of the 
country is made to feel their effects, and in the ebb and flow of their 
revulsions, it will sooner or later be our turn to feel them, and that sound 
policy dictates we should bring to our aid all the support in our power 
to sustain the property, the trade, and the commerce of the State, when 
that hour shall arrive. It is a time, too, peculiarly favorable for the 
purchase of that ‘species of property from whence we derive our great- 
est resources, and which, to our agricultural interests, *tis the ‘most 
desirable to possess. Other States near us, less forturtate in their pe- 
cuniary matters than ourselves, are so crippled at present that they are 
_ leaving the field open to us, to embrace the opportunity of purchasing 
without competition. And it is with these prospects, and with these 
views, that the undersigned is led ‘to the irresistible conclusion, that 
every facility would be given, and no time lost, in bringing the’capital - 
into the country which is to put the Real Estate Bank into operation, 
to impel forward and support all the various interests of the State. 

Accompanying this report, and which is made a part of it, will be 
seen the forms of the mortgage, bond, and appraisement, adopted by 
the Board of Managers. The mortgage, as a matter ‘of very gréat 
importance, was submitted to several gentlemen of the highest legal 
attainments in the State, who after a mature investigation of the char- 
ter, submitted it for adoption, and ’tis believed to be strictly in con~ 
formity with all the provisions of the act of incorporation. | :

“Whereupon, it was proclaimed by the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, that Henry J. McKenzie, Harold Stilwell, Frederic

ridges, roads, and courses from one point to another, which the com- 
mittee have no meatis to ascertain at what point they are connected 
with the public surveys; but from the information they -have been able 
to procure, have come to the conclusion, that thé counties out of which 
the proposed new county is to be taken, contain the following number 
of square miles, to wit: ;

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Scott county, about nine hundred and eighty; 

Pope county, about ten hundred and thirty; . 

Conway county, about twenty-two hundred and thirty; and 

Hot Spring county is large—the number of miles not known. 

The county proposed to be creatéd, agreeable to the boundaries 
hamed in the bill, will take from Scott county about thirty square 
miles, from Pope county about two hundred square miles, from Conway 
‘county about four hundred and eighty square miles, and from Hot 
Spring county about one hundred and eighty square miles, mak- 
ing ‘in all, within the boundaries proposed for the new county, eight 
hundred and eighty square miles; leaving to the county of Scott nine 
hundred and fifty square miles, to the county of Pope eight hundred 
and thirty square miles, to the county of Conway seventeen hundred

In compliance with your resolution of the 10th instant, requesting’. 


information relative to the civil organization, and the enforcement of 
the laws of this State, in the county of Miller, I herewith transmit an 
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extract of a letter which I recenily received from a respectable citi- 
zen of that county. From the information therein given, from the fact, 
her citizens do not, in any manner, ask to have vacancies in offices 
supplied, as authorized and required by the constitution and Jaws, I am 
constrained to the painful belief that though a respectable portion of 
her people may be of our most patriotic citizens, there exists with a 
majority of the inhabitants of Miller county, too great a proneness to 
defection—so great, indeed, as to render it impracticable to have the 
laws faithfully executed in that county. To provide for this anomalous 
state of things, I deem some action by the legislature indispensable. : 

The easiest and most effectual remedy that presents itself to my 
mind, is, the abolition of Miller county, and the attachment of her ter- 
ritory to some other possessed of more patriotism. I therefore recom- 
mend that the General Assembly abrogate the county of Miller, and 
attach her territory and jurisdiction to the county of Sevier. ; 

When the boundary between Arkansas and Texas shall be settled, 
a portion of the county of Miller may fall out of our limits; but what- 
ever may prove the fact in this particular, we all know that our govern- 
ment has claimed the whole territory included in that county, and ex- 
ercised jurisdiction over it, ever since the purchase of Louisiana from 
France—and it is a great mistake to suppose that either the’ United 
States or this State will ever peaceably surrender or abandon their 
claim, before a decision against them, upon an authoritative settlement 
of the boundary question. In this business Arkansas has much involved, 
but the General Government is more especially interested; and in dis- 
charge of what I deem my duty as the Executive of this State, I shall, 
at an early period, make a communication to the President of the 
United States, touching this subject. The immediate and definitive 
adjustment of this vexatious boundary affair, is of deep importance to 
all concerned, and I sincerely hope it may be speedily accomplished 
—and respectfully recommend that the General Assembly earnestly 
and urgently solicit the attention of the President of the United States 

to the great importance of present action on the subject.

That on the 18th of December last, an appropriation bill passed 
this House, and which subsequently passed the Senate and became a 
Jaw, in which was the following clause, to wit: “ For compensation to 
Messrs. Sam C. Roane and William McK. Ball, for copying the laws 
- of this State, $3600.” Several amendments were proposed to this 
clause, but were all rejected. On the 19th of December, after the bill 
had.passed the Senate, another bill making appropriations was sent 
to the House from the Senate, declaring all the appropriations con- . 
tained in the former bill specific. The preposition déclaring them spe- 
cific was stricken out by the House, by a vote of nearly four-fifths, and 
an amendment inserted declaring its dissent, and expressly direct- 
ing the Auditor not to issue a warrant to said Roane and Ball for .

On the receipt of this note, the Auditor issued his warrant for the 
amount, $3600, to the applicants, which sum was paid to'them by the 
Treasurer. It also appears that the Treasurer knew of the passage 
of the resolution before he paid the warrant; but that the clerk had 
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neglected to deliver him a copy, as directed. It also appears, on 
comparison of the act, as approved, with the original draft thereof, that 
an error has taken place, by neglect, or some other cause, of the com- 
mittee of enrolments or enrolling clerks—the original containing the | 
word “ codifying,” instead of the word “ copying,” which is uscd in 
the act as enrolled and approved.

Precedent, as well as a proper construction of laws enacted to guard 
the Treasury of a State, confirms what your committee conceived to 
be the irue principle—that under a general appropriation no money 
can be legally drawn from the Treasury, unless there be a specific al- 
lowance and direction to pay. The acts of the Arkansas Legislature 
uniformly present this feature, and carry out this principle. With this 
view of the facts, and the law, your committee, in discharge of the 
duty assigned them, respectfully report, that said warrant was issued 
by the Auditor of the State, and said sum of thirty-six hundred dollars.

The joint committee on the Auditor’s and Treasurer’s books report, 
that they have performed the duty assigned them, and after a patient 
and laborious examination of the books and vouchers in the offices of 
the Auditor and Treasurer, find that the exhibit made by those offi- 
cers to the Governor, and transmitted to the legislature, at the com- 
mencement of the present session, show a correct statement of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the State, from the 12th day of September, 
1836, to.the 31st day of October, 1837, inclusive; with the excep- 
ception of the sum of twenty-one hundred dollars and forty-three 
cents, which the Treasurer retained in his hands, for commissions on 
the amount received for redemption of lands. f 

Your committee, in the investigation of this subject, have referred 
io the acts heretofore passed by the legislature relative to the office of 
Treasurer, and find that, by an act passed the 31st of October, 1827, 
entitléd “An act supplementary to an act regulating the collection of 
taxes on military bounty lends,” the Treasurer was allowed ten per 
cent. on the amount of all payments made into the Treasury for the 
redemption of lands up to the close of the Territorial government.— 
The act passed at the first session of the General Assembly, approved 
the 3d day of October, 1836, entitled “An act affixing salaries to cer- 
tain offices in the State of Arkansas, declares that the several officers 
thercinafter mentioned, shall receive annually, and payable qnarterly, 
for all the duties required of them by law, the following sums, &c. 

“ The State Treasurer, seven hundred dollars.” 

The last act, in the opinion of your committee, repeals so much of 
the former as allowed the Treasurer ten per cent. on the lands so re- 
deemed: The words used in the act, “ for all the duties required of 
_ them by law,” taken with the clause of the constitution whieh declares 
that “no money shall be drawn from the Treasury but in consequence 
of an appropriation by law,” leads to the conclusion that the laws now 
in force do not authorize the ‘Treasurer te retain in his hands any 
part of the public revenue for commissions or fécs. They, therefore, 
cannot view this sum of twenty-one hundred dollars forty-three cents, 
in any other way than so much money in the Treasury uncxpended. 

The receipts in the Treasury, since the exhibit made at the com- 
mencement of the present session, up to the 7th day of December, 
amounts to the sum of $20,463 77, of which $12,084 12, was in scrip 
—the sum of $790 80 interest on the same, and the sum of $7,989 
O4 cash—-of which sum, the amount paid in by different Sheriffs is 
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‘$11,792 97, and the balance, $291 15, for the redémption of. lands 
“— deducting the sum of $12,084 13 serip redeemed, from the sum of 
$18,270.74, reported in circulation by the:Treasury report on the 31st 
day of. October last, leaves.a balance of $6,186 62, the amount.of 
scrip in circulation on the 7th day of December. ae 

_.. The balance, or cash in the Treasury, including the’sum of $2,100 
43 before mentioned, is--$9,689.46; which being more than the 
ammount of scrip in circulation, your committee report in favor.of a 
measure highly desirable in their opinion, of the passage of an act or 
resolution, calling in the scrip out, and prohibiting further issues of 

such paper. l a 
~ Your committee are informed, that there remains, of the appropria-. 
tion made by Congress for the payment of the contingent expenses of 
the Legislature in the year 1833, $180 00, which is in the hands of 
the Hon. Wm. S. Fulton, late Governor of the Territory of Arkansas; 
it being the pay of James W. Robinson, Assistant Clerk of the House 
‘of Representatives. Scrip has been issued to Mr. Robinson for*this 
sum. They likewise report in favor of the passage of a resolution 
authorizing Mr. Fulton to pay the same into the State treasury.

The committee have 
also entered on the books of the Treasurer an order requiring the 
Treasurer to pay over to the Bank the sum of two hundred and ninety- 
four dollars and seventy-five cents, the sum retained by the Treasurer 
out of the surplus revenue, over what was necesssarily expended in 
bringing the money from Natchez. 

The committee have, in obedience with the resolution requiring 
them to report to this General Assembly the compliance or non-com- 
pliance of the Treasurer with the requisitions of the said resolution, 
called on the Treasurer for the purpose of ascertaining his intentions in

myself of, or relinquish, any of the rights to which I am legally enti- 
tled, in claiming the $2100 43 retained by me for commissions on 
lands redeemed from the State, nor to‘the $294 75, which I consider 
` as necessary a part of the expenses of collecting the portion of the sur- 
plus revenue to which this State is entitled as was that portion of my 
charge which was allowed by the committee. 

I will merely add, in conclusion, that (with due deference to the 
opinion of the committee to the contrary), believing I am legally enti- 
tled to the amount retained by me as commission on the. moneys re- 
ceived for redemption of lands, and that I have at least an equitable 
claim on the State for all the expenses necessarily incurred by me in 
the collection of the surplus revenue. I feel bound, in justice to my- 
self, to decline a compliance with that portion of the resolution which 
requires the Treasurer to pay the said sums so retained by .me, into 
the State Bank, to the credit of the State, until such time as the pro- 
per judicial tribunals of the State decide that I am not legally entitled

Genilemen of the House of Representatives: 
I herewith return you the bill, (which originated in your House), 
entitled “An act to authorize and compel the construction of levees in 


¢ 
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certain counties in this State.” I would be pleased to sanction this 
bill, did I not believe some of its provisions would prove unequal and 
unjust in their operation. . , l . 

Its second section provides for the appointment of commissioners of 
levees, whose duty it shall be to examine and report to the county court 
all points and places within the county which may require levelling for 
the general protection of the lands and property of the citizens of such 
county, to save the same from overflow. The third section provides, 
that upon the report of the commissioners, the county court shall imme- 
diately order the construction of all such levees, and direct a notice to 
be served on the owners of the land where the levees may happen to 
be located, requiring of them their construction within a reasonable 
time. [f they fail to obey the requisition, the levees are to be made ` 
by the tounty, at the expense of said owners; and yet these levees are 
designéd for the general protection of the lands and property of the ci- 
tizens of the whole country. 

It is true that section eight provides that all large ereeks*and bay- 
ous ruining out of any river overflowing large portions of the county, 
shall be stopped by the county in which the mouth of such creek or 
. bayou may be situated. But neither this section, nor any other in the 
bill, makes provisions for constructing large, long, and very costly le- 
vees, at thé expense of the county. 

My personal knowledge of the counties of Chicot, Lafayette, and: 
Hempstead, enables me to say that there are points and places suita- 
ble and proper for the construction of cross or back levees, from the 
rivers to the high grounds, which would afford protection to a large 
portion of lands and property owned by numerous citizens. But to make 
suitable levees at such points and places would cost thousands of dol- 
lars, and to compel individuals who own the lands on which such le- 
vees may be established to bear the whole burthen of their construc- 
tion, would be unjust and oppressive. 

With this view of the subject, without comment upon its features of 
` infringement on the constitution, a sense of duty requires me to with- 
hold my signature from the bill, and I hope, and believe, on reconsi- 
dering the measure, you will concur with me in the opinion that, in its 
present shape, it ought not to become a law.

The Speaker resumed the chair, and tendered his acknowledg- 
ments to the House, in the following language: oS 

GeEnTLEMEN—Permit me to express to you my most grateful ac- | 
knowledgements ‘for the kind expression of your feelings in the resolu- — 
tion just adopted. _'To know that I have discharged to the satisfaction — 
of the House, the duties of the high and responsible station which your 
kind partiality conferred upon me,-is a source. of the most sincere and 
heart-felt satisfaction. That I may have erred in some instances in 
the decision of questions submitted to my determination, I will not deny. 

Indeed, it would hardly have been possible for any one possessitig’so limit- - 
ed an experience injthe rules and practice in parliamentary proceedings, 
to have escaped falling into occasional error, particularly as it has been 
my lot to decide novel and intricate questions without’ an opportunity 
of previous reflection and research. But, although I may not lay a 
claim to an exemption from error, yet I can declare that it has been 
my sincere desire and earnest endeavor to discharge the duties of this 
high office without favor or partiality to any person or party whatever. 
This expression, gentlemen, of your good opinion, would, at all times, be 
to me a source of honest pride and sincere gratification, but the circam- 
stances: under which it has been given, the attacks which have recently _ 
been made upon my official conduct by persons in a certain quarter, 
gives to it, at this time, a peculiar interest, and deepens the grateful 
acknowledgments which I owe to you. Selected by your generous 
confidence to preside over your deliberations, to preserve order, and 
maintain the character and dignity of this house, I feltthat I could not, 
without an unworthy abandonment of my duty, consent to become the 
organ of a communication, which I could not but regard as disgraceful 
and insulting. Had I done so, gentlemen, I should have felt that I | | 
had proved recreant to the high trust you had committed tomy keep- | 
ing, and that I was utterly unworthy of those kind expressions of 
regard with which you have honored me; I think that I can safely 
appeal to each of you to acquit me of being, in any degree, gov- 
erned in my official acts by personal or party considerations. I have 
never, upon any occasion of my life, permitted myself to become a 
heated and intemperate partizan. I, have sincerely labored to pre- 
serve my mind free from every influence that might disturb its calm 
and deliberate investigations, or impose a bias in‘any degree unfriend- 
ly to the honest pursuit of truth. a has been my misfortune, in ad- 
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hering to this rule, to have provoked, on some occasions, the eensure ¥ 
of partizans on both sides. Ihave found, in my humble judgment, 
that truth and the principles of sound policy, have not taken up their 
residence exclusively with either party; and, acting in obedieġge to the . 
honest convictions of my own mind upon the subjects present before 
it, I have found myself sometimes acting with .the one side, did some- 
times with the other. I am not so weak as {o presume that I should, 
in pursuing such a course, escape the, denunciations of those who put 
themselves forward as party leaders, and who regard. every act of 
manly independence on the part of those who may, at any time, have - 
been associated with them, as an act of open rebellion to their assumed 
authority. I trust, gentlemen, that I shall ever entertain too honora- 
ble a pride, too exalted an appreciation of the dignity and character of 
a freeman, to submit to the oath of fealty and allegiance to any man 
or party. I shall continue to make the honest conviction of my mind 
the rule of my conduct, and to discharge the duties which the confi- 
dence ‘of my fellow-citizens may impose, in obedience to their will, and 
according to the best of the humble abilities with which God has en- 
dowed me. 

After a protracted and laborious session, the hour is just at hand . 
when your legislative duties are to close, and you are to return, to 
mingle again with the people who have honored you with their confi- 
dence, and to enjoy the fond and tender endearments of home. Per- 
mit me again to express to you the deep and grateful emotions of my 
heart for the confidence you have reposed in me, and for the kind 
assurance that that confidence was not misplaced. I beg you, gentle- 
men, to accept my most sincere and cordial wishes for the: long-con- 
tinued health, happiness, and prosperity, of all and each one of you.
